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WAITING FOR THE SIGNAL 


ELEVATED ROAD ENGINEERS 
LIKELY TO STRIKE TO-DAY. 
WHE SECOND AND NINTH AVENUE LINES 
STOPPED BY THE COMPANY-—AS TO 
THE OTHER LINES THE MEN WILL DE- 

TERMINE—THE GRIEVANCES STATED. 

The last trains on the Second-avenue 
Givision of the elevated railways left the ter- 
mini at 7:30 P. M., and the last on the Ninth-ave- 
nue division ut 7:57 P. M., yesterday, in accord- 
enee with the usual schedule. Then the an- 
nouncement was sent out that no trains would 
be run on the two lines to-day and henceforth 
until further notice. This was the result of the 
deliberations of the Executive Committee of the 
Manhattan Railway Directors. They refused to 
concede the demands of the locomotive engi- 
neers and firemen and determined to try to run 
the hest paying roads—the Third and Sixth ave- 
nueslines—withsuch men as would stick to their 
work in the engine cabs. The indications were, 
Jast night, that by noon to-day the engineers on 
the Third and Sixth avenue lines would leave 
their work and that all of the elevated roads 
would cease running. 

The first intimation of trouble on the lines 
given to the traveling public was late at night. 
Five minutes after midnight the two platform 
men at the City Hall station of the Third- 
avenue line were ordered by the company 
to take their stations at the foot of 
the stairs leading to the siation and to 
inform all intending passenge.3 that trains were 
not running between the City Halland Chatham- 
square stations. The last train arrived at the 
City Hall station at midnight, and left it on its 
road up town five minutes later. Jay Gould and 
Cyrus W. Fieid, incompany with Col. Hain, took 
p trip over the Sixth and Third avenue roads 
last night. 

‘he programme to be carried out to-day, in 
ease the conference between Co!. Hain and the 
Committee on Grievances comes to naught, is 
very simple, but very effective. Should it be 
deemed necessary to order an immediate cessa- 
tion of work after the conference word will be 
passed along the line of the entire system be- 
tween the Battery station on the south and One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth-stree* on the west side 
road and One Hundred and Twenty-ninth-street 
on the east side road. This wil! be dono 
by telegraph and the use of trusted sen- 
tinels by methods best known by men 
engaged in such movements as this. 
When this word is received every engineer 
and fireman in the employ of the road will leave 
his engine as quickly as possible, wheréver it 
may happen to be, and allow passengers to com- 
pel the elevated railroad company to convey 
them to their destinations as best they 
muy. Such of the passengers as do not 
cars to wait to finish the ride for which 
they have paid can finish their trip by 
using the surface cars. lt is the intention of the 
managers of the strike—if one is necessary—that 
no train shall be left at a standstill between the 
stations, but be abandoned at the station nearest 
to which ‘they receive the signal. Some of 
the engineers, however, - announced jJast 
night that if the company refused to 
accede to . their just demands, and a 
strike became. necessary, they would abandon 
their trains wherever they happen to be when 
they receive the signal even if it should 
be between stations, where they would be 
forced to ciimb down the posts which support 
the structure in orderto get away from their 
cabs. There is little danger, however, that 
many passengers will be thus left in air between 
Btati yaa, 

At the usual hour this morning every engi- 
neer, fireman, and hostler—the latter being men 
employed in switching, &c.,at the yards and 
round houses—will report for duty at their usu- 
al places on the Second and Ninth avenue roads 


respectively. Each will offer to perform 


the duties allotted to him as though Col. 
Hain had not issued the order suspending 
traffic on those two branches of the system. Of 
the issuance of this order none of these men 
have been given official notice, and when taey 
brought in their engines last night no intima- 


tion was given them that their services would not 
be required to-day. If,when they report for duty 


th!s mocring, they find thatthere are no engines 
for them to run, they will ask to be transferred 
to enginss on the Third and Sixth avenue 
lines. In case this request is not com- 
plied with, they will remain in the 


round house or yardr, unless they are 


Griven from them by force. Nothing further 
will be done by these men after this until word 
is receivei from the Committee on Griev- 
Bno*s as to the result of its conference 
with Col. Hain at 11 o'clock this morning. If 


the concessions asked for by the locomotive 


drivers are not acceded to and a strike is or- 
dered the men wil! leave the yards in a body. 
to await instructions from the Chief Engineer 
of Divisioa No. 105, James D. Outwater. 

The officia! announcement declaring that the 
Becond and Ninth avenue lines would not run 


to-day was signed by Col. F. K. Hain, the Gen- 
bral Manager. Before it left the office of the 


company every official who knew anything of 
its contents was weillaware thatits circulation 
Was the shortest and surest method that could 
possibly be adopte@ to precipitate a strike on 
the Thiza and Sixth avenue lines, and, in a word, 


to cause an almost inconceivable amount of in- 


convenience and, in many cases, absolute loss 
to the traveling public. The officials of the ele- 
vated roads were also aware that the action of 
the company in formulating this manifesto was 
in direct violation of an agreement entered into 
on Wednesday between General Manager Hain 


aud a committee of engineers who called upon 


him in behalf of the engineers and firemen em- 
ployed on the roads, witb a request that he 
should redress certain erievances which they 
laid before him,and who went away with the 
promise of Col, Hain that be would examine the 
grievances and would give the committee a defi- 
nite answer at 11 o’clock this morning. 

With Col. Hain’s promises the committee was 
perfectly satisfied. As its members were about 
to file out of his office the Chairman, William 
W. Thompson, said: “Col. Hain, you wil! treat 
this matter as we do between man ani man, and 
wili b2 ready with your answer at 11 o'clock on 
Wednesdey ?” 

Col. Hain answered in the affirmative, and 
Bdded: **Give me time; don’t push me to the 
wall, and you will be surprised when you see the 
Bcheduie I will make out.” 

The 10 locomotive engineers congratulated 
themselves upon the manner in which they had 
been received, and one and all entertained the 
Dpinion that the differences existing between 
them and the company wouid be amicably 
adjusted.

THE GRIEVANCES STATED. 

For years the engineers and firemen em- 
ployed on the elevated roads had not been satis- 
fied with their lot. They entered the employ of 
the company under an agreement that eight 
hours should constitute a day and that fora 
day’s labor an engineer should receive $3 50. 
Little by little they found their time encroached 
upon, Some of them, instead of working eight 
hours, Were compelled to drive their engines for 
nine, ten, and someiimes eleven hours. If an 
engineer arrived atthe end of a trip two min- 
utes before his eight hours expired he was at 
once sent on another trip. Often, when the 
company expected business to be particularly 
brisk, it would order a certain number of en- 
gineers to report for duty, After waiting 
for hours some of these men might get 
an hour’s employment. In such a_ case 
they were paid for only the actual working 
time. When the company was in financial 
8traits the engineers gladiy came to its assistance 
by working more thau eight hours for eight 
hours’ pay, but they finally refused to consider 





when the company was more than able to pay 
them a fair day’s wages forafair day’s work. 
The men discussed their grievances at their 
division meetings, tor almost 75 per cent. of the 
engineers employed on the elevated roads are 
members of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers. Finally a Grievance Committee of ten 
was appointed by New-York City Division, No. 
105. This committee formulated on Dec. 29 the 
following statement: 


Zothe Board of Directors of the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway Company: 

We, the engineers in the employ of said com- 

any, present the following grievances to your 

onorable body for your early consideration and 
approval, trusting you may approve of the same 
as beneficial to all concerned: 

That eight bours or less constitute a day's 
work on all lines of said company. 

That the wages of engineers and firemen shal] 
be the same as contracted between officials and 
employes in the year 1880, viz.: 

All engineers having run an engine one year 
for this company to receive $3 50 per day. 

All old engineers hired by the company to re- 
ceive $3 25 per day for the first six months, and 
$3 5U per day thereafter. 

All engineers promoted by this company from 
fireman toengineer to receive $3 per day for 
the first six months, $3 25 for the next six 
months,and having run an engine one year to 
receive $3 50 per day. 

Three hundred and sixty-five days running an 
engine to make one yeur. 

(In explanation of the last clause Chairman 
Thompson said: “If that were not stated in the 
agreement the company could employ a man for 
six months as an engineer and then use him for 
six months as a fireman. In this way the com- 
paoy would prevent him from ever earning an 
engineer's pay.”’) 

The wages of firemen to be as follows: 

Men hired as new firemen or promoted to the 
position of firemen from other departments, 
yuever having fired before, to receive $1 65 per da 
for the first six onths, $175 for the following 
six months, and $2 per day thereafter. 

Firemen hired from other roads to receive $1 75 
per day for the first six months, and $2 per aay 
thereafter. ? 

The time of engine men to commence from the 
time they report on structure to ascertain where 
their engines are laid up. 

The older engine men to have preference in 
run, providing there be a vacancy, and shall 
have the privilege to change runs with each oth- 
er when it is satisfactory to both parties con- 
cerned. 

That no engine man be compelled to make ex- 
tra time, except in case of emergency, and that 
he shall receive pay for such overtime for hour 
or fraction thereof, according to classification of 
pay, 30 minutes to constitute such fraction. 

(The last clause was explained by Chairman 
Thompson in this way: “If a man worked 8 
hours and 25 minutes we would cal]! it 8 hours 
apd expect 83 50 for it. If a man worked 8 
hours and 30 minutes he would expect pay for 
9 hours.”’) 

Any engine man (engineer or fireman) com- 
Ppleting an unfinished day for another excused 
trom duty shuali receive pay per hour for the 
same as per classification. 

All engine men reporting for duty shall re- 
ccive one balf day’s pay tor the same, provided 
he is not held torduty more than four hours, 
and shali receive a full day’s pay for the same if 
sent out On the road. 

That no engineer shall be censured for failing 
to make time in foggy weather, thereby endun- 
gering the lives of passengers and destruction of 
property, as has been done in the past. 

That no engine man shall be discharged for 
serving On any committee, or be discharged or 
suspended for any cause whatever without first 
having a fair and impartial trial, and, if sus- 
pended, shali receive rull time and pay during 
such suspension if exonerated from blame. 

The committee also prepared the following 
letter, which was also addressed to the Board of 
Directors of the Manhattan Elevated Railway 
Company: 

In.consideration of the past record of this 
company, unparalleled in the annals of railroad 
history, there never having been an accident 
whereby a single life has been sacrificed through 
the carelessness or neglect of an enginecr, it is 
but just and reasonable to believe that the pres- 
ent corps of engineers are a sober, attentive, and 
competent body of men, such as this company 
should justly be proud of. And in consideration 
of the fact that in the year 1880, when the hours 
of labor of engineers in the employ of this com- 
pany were but eight hours per day, and in the 
Fall of sucu year, under the management of 
Gen. E. F. Winslow, when it was claimed by such 
management that the company was not making 
apy mouey, the engineers were asked to work 10 
hours during the Winter, with the understand- 
ing that witb increasing traffic and the com- 
ing of Summer we should have again eight hours, 
the engineers consented: without a murmur, or 
complaint, since which time our hours of duty 
have from time to time increased until at the 
present time they exceed 10 and often 11 hours 

per day, and it has caused a feeling among the 
men that they are unjust!y required to work 
more hours than the present financial condition 
of the company demands. ‘Therefore we consid- 
er Our grievances as 2 just and sufficient cause 
for complaint, and trust that your honorable 
body will give them due consideration and an 
early reply, thereby promoting the general good 
feeling and continuous watchfuiness and care 
for the protection of the interests of said com- 
pany by its employes,

THE COMPANY’S CONSIDERATION. 


The statement of grievances and the ao- 
companying letter were given to Col. Hain, who 
laid them before the Board of Directors, after 
making an appointment with the committee for 
11 o'clock this morning. On Saturday the com- 


mittee informed P. M. Arthur, Grand Chief En- 


gineer of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
sineers, of the situation here, and requested him 
to come to New-York that he might hear 
both sides of the story and be present at 
to-day’s conference between the engineers’ 
committee and General Manager Hain. Mr. 


Arthur is head of an order tbat bas 


a membership of 1,800. He has for many years 
acted as mediator between employer and em- 
ploye, and has the confidence of every locomo- 
tive engineer inthe country. Short of stature 
and sturdy of frame, be looks what he is, an in- 
telligent, self-contained man. He reached the 


city on Monday and made his headquarters at 


the Stevens House, where the engineers’ com- 
mittee had secured rooms. 

He examined the men’s statement of griev- 
ances, and when he had doneso said to a TIMES 
reporter: “The men ask for nothing that 
18 not just and reasonable. As a practical 


locomotive engineer, I know that only 


good men are competent to run engines on 
the elevated roads of this city. A man should 
not be asked to runan engine on them more 
than eight hours. Every moment of his time is 
demanded by his task. Hecan take no rests as 
au engineer on a surface road can, and he makes 
much less money for the same work. On the New- 
York Central a passenger engineer will run from 
New-York City to Albany, 144 miles, in five 
hours. He is paid 384% cents a mile, or in five 
hours makes as much as an elevated railroad en- 
gineer would in twelve hours. As the head of 
the: Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers I 
favor arbitration in all differences between cap- 
ital and labor, and have no doubt the company 
will come to terms with its engineers in this 
case.”’ 

Upon his arrival here Mr. Arthur addressed 
the following letter to Col. Hain:

To this letter he received the following an- 
swer:

Upon the receipt of this letter Mr. Arthur told 
the engiveers’ committee that Tuesday would 
be a holiday for him. He remained at the 
Stevens House until evening, receiving calls 
trom engineers who were off duty. The head- 
quarters was crowded when an engineer entered 
and said: 

“The company is working hard to defeat us.” 

Asked to explain what he meant, be banded to 
Secretary Davis the following circular, with the 
remark: “The company is circulating this 
among all its employes on the Second, Third, 
Sixth, and Ninth avenue roads:” 

OFFICE OF THE GENERAL MANAGER OF THE

To all Engineers ane Firemen: 

Inasmuch as a number of engineers and firemen em-

their names to this paper, thereby asserting their fealty 
to the corporation from which they derive the means 
to support themacives and their families. 
By order of the Board of Directors, 
F. K. HAIN, General Manager. 

The reading of the latter part of this paper 
caused much derisive laughter among the en- 
gineers. Grand Chief Engineer Arthur heard it 
read, and then inquired quietly: ‘‘How many 
men have signed the paper ?”” 

‘Only one man, a fireman, on the Second- 
avenue line,” replied the engineer who brought 
the paper to the committee, ‘‘and not a man on 
the Ninth-avenue line, The paper was circu- 
a te among engineers, firemen, wipers, and 
ashpan pullers. The men are all solid.” 

Chairman Thompson then said: ** Before we 
decided to lay our grievances before the com- 
pany all the engineers and firemen in the em- 

loy of the company, whether they were mem- 

rs of the Brotherhood or not, signed a paper 
agreeing to abide by the resu't of the confer- 
ence. We will all stick together in this fight.” 

Grand Chief Engineer Arthur expressed the 
hope that there would be no fight, and said, ‘It 
will be time enough to talk after to-morrow's 
— and there may be no need of talk 

en. 

He had scarcely finished speaking when a 
TINES reporter handed him the following:

CARD 
TO THE PUBLIC, 

Inasmuch as a number of the engineers and firemen 
employed by this company have expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the prescribed hours of labor, it has decided 
to close its 2d and 9th av. lines, withdrawing all trains, 
commencing this duy, and until further notice, and to 
operate 8d and 6th av. lines with loyal employes. 

Meanwhile the compuny asks the kind indulgence of 
the traveling public, with the assurance that safety 
will be the first consideration, . 

F. K. HAIN. General Manager. 

When the “‘card”’ was handed to the bead of 
the locomotive engineers he was sitting down. 
Before he finished reading it hestoodup. His 
tace flushed, and when he spoke his voice had a 
tremor init. He readthe card to the members 
of the committee. The men looked dum- 
founded. Mr. Arthur was by far the calmest 
man in the room, and he raised bis hand depre- 
catingly when a brawny envgineer exclaimed, 
**1his is foul play.” 

“ What is your opinion of the situation now, 
Mr. Arthur?” inquired Tot TrM&s'‘s reporter. 

“If thereisa strike of the engineers on the 
elevated roads,” he replied with much delibera- 
tion, “the responsibility of it will rest upon the 
company. Col. Hain promised an audience to 
the Committee of engineers and to ee at ll 
o’clock on Wednesday morning. It is now 6 
o’clock on Tuesday evening and he has already 
issued a card to the publio stating that two of 
the company’s four roads will not berun to- 
morrow or until further notice. The public 
ought to know that the closing of these two 
roads before the hour set for our confcrence is 
an insult to it as well as to us, and if any 
inconvenience is experienced by the pub- 
lic through this order Col. Hain is alone 
responsible for it. It would have been time for 
him to close two roads when the engineers em- 
ployed on them refused to work. I came here 
to settle the differences between the men and 
the company ina peaceful way. The company, 
through its General Manager, fixed the day and 
the hour for.a meeting at which these differ- 
ences were to be discussed, and at which it was 
to give its answer to the respectful and reason- 
able demands of the men. Apparently forget- 
ting all about his pledye, the General Manager 
takes the initiative in a movement that at first 
glance does not seem to promise an amica- 
ble settlement. I hope the public will un- 
derstand that the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers hus had no hand in theolosing of these 
two roads, and you can say for me that [ see no 
reason for closing them unless the structure is 
defective. If the company is disposed to do 
whatis reasonable all differences between us 
can be amicably settled, but it isa gross impo- 
sition on the public to close these two lines, be- 
cause the men have done or said nothing to lead 
the company to believe they would quit work.” 

* But what did Col. Hain mean by promising 
to meet you to-morrow and forestalling the pos- 
sible result of that meeting by issuing this card 
to the public ?” 

**His promise to meet the committee to-mor- 
row may have been a blind to throw us off our 
guard. Iso, he has done more than any one 
else to cause a strike. In his card he refers to 
‘loyal employes.’ Where are they; who are 
they *" 

“There aren't any of the kind he means,” re- 
plied Engineer Thompson. “ The engineers and 
firemen are one in this movement, and without 
us the company cannot work any of its lines.” 

“From all cap giean from the men,” con- 
tinuea Mr. Arthur, ‘“‘ they will certainly resent 
the closing of the Second and Ninth avenue 
lines. The course Col, Hain is pursuing is likely 

to force the men out. He has not waited to give 
us the chance he promised. We will call upon 
him to-morrow at ll o’clock and do all we can 
to settie our differences peacefully, but if the 
roads are stopped the responsibility will not rest 
with the men, but with the company.” 

“*Suppose Col. Hain refuses to meet you to- 
morrow, What will be the result ?” 

“Ii be refuses to meet the committee, or if 
the committee and fthe company do not settle 
their differences satisiactorily, every engineer 
on the elevated roads will quit work.’ 

“Will you, as the head of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, order a strike if the 





an 


refuses to redress the men’s griev- 


‘“*The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
does not issue orders fora strike; it merely sanc- 
tions a strike when it is based on just and rea- 
sonable grounds, If the Second and Ninth ave- 


nue lines stop in the morning the Sixth and 
Third avenue lines will work until the result of 
our meeting with Col. Hain is known. If he re- 
tuses to meet us or to redreas the rievances 
laid before him, the men on those lines will go 
out,” 

“Is it possible for the company to run the 
Sixth and Third-avenue lines without the assist- 


ance of Brotherhood engineers ?” 


“The company cannot get enough reliable 
men outside of the Brotherhood and those who 
are with us in this apne to run those two roads. 
If they attempt it would not vouch for the 
safety of the passengers.”’ 

“The membership of the Brotherhood is about

18, 
* Yes, it contains 90 per cent. of the best loco- 
motive engineers in toe country. There are 


good men, in some respects. who cannot enter 
the Brotherhood. To join us a man must be 


able to read and write, he must be temperate, 
and have a good moral character.” 

William y. Thompson, Chairman of the 
Engineers’ Committee, said: ** I cannot account 
tor Col. Hain's action. Isaw him no later than 
Saturday, and asked him when it would suit him 


to meet the committee. He said he would set 


his own time. 1] asked him what time would suit 
him. Hesaid 11 o’clock Wednesday morning, 
and he promised to keep matters quiet until that 
time, and I promised likewise that the men’s 
grievances should not be given to the public 
until after our conference. Ashe has broken 
his promise, the committee feel at liberty to 
give its side of the case to the press.” 

Then another stalwart engineer stood up and 


said: “Jay Gould bas $10,000.00 and Cyrus W. 
Ficld has $6,000,000 of stock in the elevated roads. 
In case of a strike the small stockholaers will be 
forced to the wail. Perhaps Gould and Field 
wantastrike,in order to gobble up the small 
fry.” 


THE MANAGERS DETERMINED. 
General Manager F. K. Hain was seen at 


his residence last night, and when asked what 
reasons had determined the company to take the 
initiative and order the withdrawal of the Sec- 
ond and Ninth avenue trains he replied: 

“The advertisement which will appearin the 


papers contains all the company has to say at 
tbe moment,” 

“ But the public is interested in knowing how 
it will get down und up town ?” 

“There is nothing more to be said. It will 
have to wait patiently until to-morrow to see. 
We took off the Second and Ninth avenue trains 
to be prepared.” : 

* But in case a strike is ordered, what arrange- 
ments does the company propose to make in the 
way of trains?” 

“ We shall then runtrains,of course. If we 
cannot run them at five-minute intervals we 
shall try them every 10 minutes, and if not that, 
then at still longer intervals. 1f the worst comes 
to the worst aud no trains can be operated, then 
the public will have to go back to the old style 
of transit and jet them see how they will like 
that.” 

Manager Hain said that no attempt would he 
made to ruu trains unless they could be prop- 
erly run and by engineers fully capable to op- 
erate the engines. He was quite contident, how- 
ever, that should a _ strike be ordered the com- 
age A would have tittle difficulty, comparatively, 

n obtaining a sufficient number of capabie men 

to runtrains that would dountil the trouble 
was over. As to the settlement with the dis- 
contented engineers and the reasous impelling 
the Executive Committee to order the service 
on the Second and Ninth avenue trains to be 
discontinued he said that he had received full 
instructions from the committee, but that it 
would be impossible and improper for him to 
say just what they were until after the confer- 
ence to-day. 

**Suppose, Col. Hain, that the fight should last 
fora month. What then?” 

The elevated road manager contemplatively 
soratched his head, and then, after a moment's 
silence, replied: ** My bump of combativeness is 
not very large.” 

Throughout the entire conversation bis man- 
ner indicated that, whilo he was hopeful of the 
result of the conference to-day he was prepared 
to see a general strike ordered by the engineers. 

Vice-President R. M. Gallaway was also found 
at his residence, and was somewhat more com- 
wunicative than his General Manager. 

“There will be nothing done in the matter un- 
til after the conference at 11 o'clock to-morrow,” 
said he, *‘and the Second and Ninth avenue 
trains were ordered withdrawn because the men 
threatened to strike. If we are to havea strike 
we thought we mizht as weil be prepared and 
confine it in as narrow a compass as possible.” 

Then dv you think a general strike is 


likely ?° : 
No, Idon't; but no one ganteli. iz, ag bas 








been reported, the engineers of the company are 
all in the brotherhooa, and that organization 
comprises 90 per cent. of all the engineers of the 
country, there is no doubt there will be a atrike; 
but I don’t believe these statements are true.”’ 

‘“*Has the company made any arrangements 
with outside engineers to employ them in case of 
trouble ?” 

“Oh,” he replied, “we shall get men some- 
how, I guess.” 

* Do you mean by that that the company will 
employ firemen or other inexperienced men to 
oo" the engines in case the engineers go 
ou 

“Not atall. An accident under such circum- 
stances would ruin the road. Weshall run the 
road properly or else not at all, and of this the 
public can be assured.” 

** The whole trouble,” continued Mr. Gallaway, 
“*is due to the younger men in the employ of the 
company who have never run a surface engine. 
Three-quarters of the present engineers were 
formerly barbers, tailors, or shoemakers, whom 
we took when the ruad opened and taught them 
the business. The talk about the greater sever- 
ity of the strain upon the elevatea engineers 
js all nonsense. The old fellows, who have 
run upon the surface roads, know that they 
have a * pudding,’ whatever that may be, an 
would not go into this, but, belonging to the 
brotherhood, they are forced to. The elevated 
engineers ure better paid than the surface rail- 
roaders. The average speed is notover 15 miles 
an hour. The trains have no crossings to worry 
an engineer, no snowdrifts to runinto. There is 
never any time to be made up, and all the engi- 
neers have to do is to be a sort of stage 
driver, and when once in_line go ahead 
until the trip is over. Then, too, look 
at the difference in their condition from the 
surface engineers. No soot from the coal, and 
every one of the day men can go home and stay 
there every night, while the regular engineer 
on the surface lines cannot, under any circum- 
stances, be with his family more than two or 
three times a week. Then, too, our men are 
better paid, and there ig no occasion whatever 
for any strike. Should there be one, however, 
and it last a month or more, all I can say we 
are here too, and mean to stay just where we 
are.”’ 

As indicating the realidea of the company 
relative to the duration of the troubles collect- 
ors were sent out last evening to collect the 
cash in the hands of the ticket agents all along 
the Ninth and Second avenue lines. Hitherto, 
according tothe statement of one of the Sec- 
ond-avenue agents, such collections have been 
made only on Saturdays. 


THE ENGINEERS’ STAND. 
Between 500 and 600 engineors, firemen, 
and hostlers employed onthe elevated roads met 
in a hall at Third-avenue and Eighty-sixth- 
street last evening. ‘The object of the meet- 
ing was to explain to such of them 


as did not understand it the exact situa- 
tion of affairs existing between them and 
their employer, the Manhattan Elevated Rail- 
way Company. From this meeting the public 
and representatives of the press were excluded, 
Reporters who remained near the building beard 
a round of most hearty applause excited 
by a little toot from a _ whistle. The 
building is very near the elevated railroad track. 
An engineer on one of the up-bound trains, who 
wasa brother of the fraternity, went rushing 
by while the meeting was being addressed by 
Chief Engineer Arthur. The engineer on the 
elevated structure saw the lights in the meeting 
room, aud blew three short sharp blasts on his 
little squeaking whistle. The train rushed by 
too rapidly for him to hear the handclapping 
and cheers that his action evoked. The whistle 
and the applause were, bowever, to those who 
noticed it marked tokens of the sympathy exist- 
ing between the men on duty and those off. 

W. W. Thompson presided at this general 
meeting, and Chieft-Engineer Arthur was the 
only speaker. To those gathered about 
him he recited the success of previous 
strikes, or concerted movements, to attain 
ust ends under the management of the 

rotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, The good 
judgment of the managers in the past bad been 
the cause of their successes. To insure success 
now rellance oe the judgment of the menin 
charge must had and a strict obedience 
to all ther orders. Nothing should be 
done rashly, and in this instance noth- 
ing should be done until after the ap- 
pointed conference between their committee and 
Col. Hain. No violence of any kind should be 
countenanced in cuse the committee should de- 
cide that it was necessary to resort to ex- 
treme measures. Every attempt possible to 
secure a settlement would be made before a 
strike is ordered, and nothing would be done 
with unseemly haste. The meeting cheered him, 
agreed to stand by him and its committee, and 
then, after cheers, adjourned. 

As to the “ loyalty” of the locomotive drivers 
and firemen to the company, of which Col, 
Hain speaks in his card to the 
Mr. Thompson, Chairman of h 
ance Committee, said that 
por any of his associates knew of any 
men whg would stay on the locomotives after 
the signal is given, “Every locomotive engi- 
neer, fireman, and hostler in the employ of the 
Manhattan Company has given us his pledge that 
he will stand by the committee having this mat- 
ter in hand. If Col. Hain agrees to ourconditions 
they will every man of them continue to work 
loyally for the company. If we are forced to 
order a strike I believe every man of them 
will at once leave his cab and let the com- 
pany serve the public as best it can 
without their services, Whether they can 


serve them at all under the existing circum- 
stances will remain to be seen in case a strike is 
necessary. Understand, we want no strike: 
we no trouble; we ask 
what we believe to be rig and 
if we are_ forced to strike in order 
to get it we’lldo so, and every man who has 
given us his pledge will, I believe, remain loyal 
to his associates, How the company will 


manage to move its trains with its s0- 
called ‘loyal employes’ in case a strike 
comes is no affair of ours. They won't have 
our services that is certain.’” As if to give 
strength to this assertion, the Joint meeting of 
engineers, firemen, and bhostlers beld at the hall 
at Third-avenuve and Eighty-sixth-street last 
evening voted unanimously to obey any order is- 
sued by the committee, whether it be to strike 


orto continue at work, Ata meeting of Di- 
vision No. 105,held at the conclusion of the 
general meeting,the 150 engineers present also 
voted unanimously to obey whatever order 
misbt be issued, each man pledging himeelf to 
abandon his engine whenever an order to that 
effect should be issued. 

“The company has been gradually increasing 
our hours without increasing our pay,” said one 


of the engineers. “I used to get of with 8 hours, 
but now they usually ret 10 hours and sometimes 
as much as 12 hours out of me for a day’s work. 
The firemen wili, of course, stick by us. If the 
company refuses to do what we ask we'll go out 
at 12:3 to-morrow. We are weil organized, 
and our organization bas been running for some 
time, The public will be on our side, especially 


the people who will find themselves put out by 
the strike, 1 don't think the company will yield 
to-morrow morning. It looks to me like a 
strike.” 

Some of the engineers who were seen last 
evenins refused to talk about the prospects 
of a strike, and did not seem anxious for 
a fight with the company. The brakemen 
did not seem to take much interest in the mut- 
ter, “It don't trouble us,” said one of them. 
“ Our pay will go on just the same during the 
strike.” 

Superintendent Harding, of the Manhattan 
Railroad ews Company, was asked Jast even- 
ing what measures the company had taken to 
distribute the newspapers throughout the city 
in case the engineers struck and the running 
of the trains shouid be stopped. Mr. Har- 
ding did not believe that travel on the ele- 
vated railroad would ba interrupted. Should the 
engineers On all the lines strike and the railroad 
company be utterly unable to supply their places 
there would be no passengers to buy papers at 
the various stations. As for the papers which 
Mr. Harding distributed among the newsdealers 
for the American News Company he said that 
he would get all the wagons and carts necessary 
to carry the papers all over the city. His men 
had orders to wake him up at any hour of the 
night if necessary.

IN THE PATH OF THE FLOOD 


MANY PENNSYLVANIA COLLIER- 
IES DROWNED OUT. 
RAILROAD TRAVEL INTERRUPTED BY LAND 
SLIDES AND LOSS OF BRIDGES—GREAT 

DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 

PotTsvrLLe, Penn., Jan. 5.—The destruc- 
tion by the storm of yesterday and last night of 
telegraph and telephone lines is being repaired 
to-day, and to-night all the railroads are in 
working order. The passengers onatrain on 
the Lehigh Valley Road were compelled to spend 
last night in the cars on account of a washout. 
The last traine due at Tamaqua, on the Cent- 
ral Railroad of New-Jersey, was delayed 
for hours” at Cole’s Breaker. Sixty 
feet of railroad track were washed 
away. All the collieries in the Mahanoy 
and Shenandoah valleys are drowned out and 
but few of them can resume before Monday. 
Throughout the county hundreds of dwellings 
and stores are flooded, and the damage and loss 
of live stock will amount to thousands of dol- 
lars. A landslide occurred this morning on the 
Little Schuylkill Railroad, and during the rest 
of the day blocked all travel by tbat route. 
Several hundred tons of earth and rocks loos- 
ened by last night’s rains buried the railroad 
tracks for a distance of 200 yards. 

HAZLETON, Penn., Jan. 5.—Last night’s 
rainstorm did a vast amount of damage 
throughout this section of the anthracite coal 
region. Five of the collieries of A. Pardee & 
Co. are completely drowned out, the water hav- 
ing entered the mines from a large creek which 
burst into an old breast of the Laurel Hill work- 
ings, and poured steadily through this opening 
from 12 o’clock last night until 6 o’clock this 
evening. Twenty-three mules were drowned 
and allthe pumps are submerged. The Crystal 
Ridge, Sugar Loaf, Sandy Run, Audenreid, 
Honeybrook, and Stockton slopes are also 
flooded. The water again broke into the Har- 
leigh and Ebervale mines, which were recently 
flooded, and the situation now is more serious 
than before. All the pumps are lost, and the 
water is rising rapidly. It is impossible to say 
what the losses will aggregate, put it must neces- 
sarily be very heavy. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Jan. 5.—The river 
here has reached 24 feet, the highest known since 
the big flood of 1865, when it was 27% feet. The 
wires are all down west of Renova. Several 
million feet of new logs went down this morn- 
ing. They were chiefly owned by Payne & Coch- 
ranand Munson & Howard, of this city. The 
water surrounds the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad station and in this city, and the tracks 
are covered both above and below the station. 
No trains have gone out on the Pine Creek or 
Beach Creek Roads to-day. Almost the entire 
territory between the canal and the river in this 
city is submerged, and considerable damage hag 
been done. Three hundred barreis of tlour were 
destroyed at A. Good’s mill. All trains on the 
Williamsport and Canandaigua Division of 
the Northern Central Kailway are stopped, 
Owing to bridges being swept away by the flood 
and the track being washed out. Heavy land- 
slides have occurred near Montgomery and at 
other points east of here. Last evening's train 
from the East was three hours behind schedule 
time, and since it passed the points of the worst 
slides the track has been completely obstructed. 
Bridges over small streams on the south side of 
the river at this place have been washed away, 
and travel on the public roads is interrupted. 
This river is now slowly falling. 


Port Deposit, Md., Jan. 5.—The heavy 
rains brve caused a rapid rise in the Susque- 
banna River, and the water is now three feet 
above high water mark and gaining steadily. 
Large quantities of log and drift wood have 
been going down all day. Therush of water will 
not reach this point vefore to-morrow. Consid- 
erable apprehension is felt by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad officials, and men are on watch at all 
points. Many lumber yards are submerged under 
six feet of water. 

Easton, Penn., Jan. 5.—This afternoon 
the Lehigh River here is 16 feet high and the 
Delaware River 18 feet. The first tloors of sev- 
eral mills are covered with water, and work bas 
been suspended. Trains on the Lehigh Valley 
and the Lehigh and Susquehanna Railroads are 
delayed by land slides and washouts.. Allentown 
is practically without drinking water, as the 
pumps at the water works are flooded and ren- 
dered useless. At Bethlehem the water backed 
into the boiler house of the Bethlehem Iron 
Works and put out the fires, and that com- 
pany was obliged to shut down. ‘ 


Fumrra, N. Y., Jan. 5.—The Susquehanna 
River has risen 10 feet in as many hours, In this 
city cellars are flooded, and many merchants are 
moving their goods from the basements. At 
Owego the Erie Railroad bridge has been carried 
away, and the trains are ing run over the 
tracks of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railroad between Owego and Elmira. The 
Tioga branch of the Erie Road has been aban- 
doned, Considerable damage is also reported on 
the Northern Central Railroad, a bridge having 
been carried away at Trout Run. 

Rome, N. Y., Jan. 5.—The Mohawk River 
at this pointis higher than at any time since 
1864. The East ome fiats are covered with 
water from the river to the Black River Canal, 
into which a large volume of water flows, wash- 
ing away the towpath. Hiver-street is impass- 


able, except by boats, and many cellars are 


flooded. At noon the water had receded five to 
six inches. There is water on the Central Rail- 
road tracks east of nere, but travel is not inter- 
rupted 

OsweEao, N. Y., Jan. 5.—A freshet in the 
eastern part of this county carried away two 
sawmills and a large quantity of logs, Every 
bridge between the villages of Parish and Mex- 


ico, including two of iron, went out with the 
flood. The damage will probably reach $7,000. 

NEewsBoure, N. Y., Jan. 5.—No trains on 
the West Shore or New-York, Ontario and West- 
ern Railroad passed through Cornwall, either 
way, between 12 o’clock last night and 9:30 this 
morning, owing to landslides and other troubles, 
caused by the severe storm, During the night 
there was a landslide on the West Shore at Target 


: Li 
Hill, below Cornwall. The tracks were cleared 
by a construction gang from Rondout after 
trains had been delayed from one to three 
hours. Early this mornine a part of the high 
bank at the west side of the West Snore tracks, 
nortn of the tunnel,in this city, caved down 
upon the south-bound track, delaying passenger 
traina until 9 o’clock. There was also trouble at 


a West Shore bridge below Highland Falls this 


morning and a consequent delay in the passage 
of trains. 

Ronpoort, N. Y., Jan. 5.—The snow on 
the Catskill Mountains, together with the rain, 
caused a fiood in Esopus Creek to-day, which 
imprisoned a number of families on the flats, 
near Kingston. The current was so strong that 
rowboats in attempting to reach the houses were 


swamped, Owen Madden, of Ulster Township, 


was drowned in attempting the passage. The 
water wasas high as the windows of the first 
stories in a number of dwellings. Whatis known 
as the fiats extend from Cantine’s Bridge to 
Kingston, a distance of nine miles. The ice in 
the Hudson River at Barrytown and elsewhere 
between that place and Catskill and points north, 


has broken up. 


GREENFIELD, Mass., Jan. 5.—Never in the 
memory of the oldest inhabitant has the Deer- 
field River risen sO much in s0 short a time as 
to-day. It hasrained hard during the past 48 
hours, and during the past five hours the water 
bas risen three feetan hour, <All meadow field 
in Deerfield is overflowed. The highway north- 
west of Greenfield is partly submerged, and the 
bridge flooring near the Scott place is also under 
water. Should the river continue rising during 
the night as rapidly as it has to-day much dam- 
age will be done to property along its banks. 
Several manufacturers have been obliged to 
shut down on account of high water. 

PriyMoutTH, N. H., Jan. 5.—The river has 
risen nearly a8 high as during the yreat freshet 
last August. One abutment of the bridge 
across Mad River at Compton, on the Pemige- 
wasset Valley Railroad, is started sufficiently to 
make it unsafe. An east wind still prevails and 
rain is: failing. An ice gorge has formed two 
miles south of here, and large auantities of ice 
are floating on the track. ll trains south are 
stalled here, and trains north at Asbland. 

St. JOHNSBURY, Vt., Jan. 5.—The rain 
here for the past two days has caused u rise in 
the rivers and the breaking up of ice. At Cen- 
tre Village persons living on the banks of the 
Passumpsic River are moving out of their 
nouses, while the highway to the east is for 
some distance covered with water. 

HLARRISBURG, Penn., Jan. 5.—The rail- 
road wreck at Duncannon caused by the col- 
lapse of a pier of the bridge over Sherman's 
Creek on account of the flood, was Visit- 
ed to-day by thousands of people. The 
rapid rise of the water during the 
night and this morning complicated matters for 
the railroad workmen, and it will bea day or 
two yet before they. will be able to throwa 
bridge across and run trains over the main 
line. A Jarge force of men are at work 
removing the wrecked cars from the water. 
All of those known to bave been on the train at 
the time it went down have been accounted for 
except A. C. McCahn, the fireman, and 
“if Baldwin, the conductor, who were 
drowned. Both men are from Hunting- 
don. Engineer Noel, whose death was repo 
last night, was rescued alive some time after the 
accident, having flonted on a large railroad tie to 
a point xoout x» mile.beiow the scene of the wreck. 
All trains west and east of the wreck are still 
running via Seline’s Grove. The water in the 





had almost reached the Cumberland Valley Rail- 
road bridge. It regiscered 18 feet 3 inches, and 
is rising at the rate of three anda half inches 
per hour. The creek in the lower section of the 
city has overflowed its banks, and people have 
been compelled to go to their houses in boats. 


PirrssurG, Penn., Jan. 5.—The Monon- 
gahela and Allegheny Rivers have been greatly 
swelled by the steady rains of the past 60 hours. 
Portions of Allegheny City and the south side 
are inundated, and the water is still rising 
at the rate of four inches an hour. No serious 
damage is apprehended, however. as it will 
take seven feet more to reach the thick- 
ly settled portions of the cities. The riv- 
ers are full of lumber, trees, fences, and 
débris of various kinds, showing that the up 
country had been touched by the freshets. Re- 
ports received at the United States Signal Serv- 
ice Office show that tributaries such as 
the Mahoning, Redpank, and Clarion Rivers 
filled their banks so rapidly that the inhabitants 
were unprepared for it. At Kittaning, on the 
Allegheny Hiver, over $40,000 worth of lumber 
was swept away. At Duboise a large part of the 
town is under water, and all trains have been 
delayed. The damage cannot be estimated until 
the water recedes. 





A LEADING MASON’S DEATH.

DR. ROBERT RAMSAY STRICKEN 
HEART DISEASE 

Toronto, Ontario, Jan. 5.—Dr. Robert 
Ramsay, one of the most prominent Masons in 
America, died in Toronto, Ontario, last night. 
His home was in Orillia, Ontario. He broke one 
of his legs ‘in Toronto and was taken to the hos- 
pital, where he died of heart disease. He was 
born in London, England, in 1841, and came to 


Canada with his father, the Rev. Canon 
Ramsay, and studied medicine. He was first 
brought to light as a Mason in Lyrian 
Lodge, Cleveland, Ohio, in 1866, and rose 
ree, in the order. He removed to 
Philadelphia, and subsequently to Orillia. He 
held commissions as Grand Representative of 
the Grand Lodge of Nebraska and Ohio. In 
capitular Masonry he was a representative of 
the Grand Chapters of Ohio, Nebraska, and IIIi- 
nois. He held distinguished positions in the 
Knights Templar, and in Royal Arch Masonry 
he held a commission from England as Deputy 
Inspector-General. He was Grand Master, Sov- 
ereign Sanctuary of Canada. He also held the 
appointment as Grand Representative Sov- 
ereign Grand Sanctuary of the United States, 
Great Britain and Ireland, and India, His rep- 
utation as a Masonic writer was world-wide, and 
recognized several years ago by the Executive 
Council of England, which conferred on him 
the medal of literary merit. He was created 
Knight Commander of the Temple by the 
Prince of Wales.

THE HOME RULE AGITATION. 


MR. GLADSTONE SOON TO UNFOLD 
HIS PLANS. 
THE LIBERALS IN PARLIAMENT TO MEE? 
NEXT WEEK—NATIONALIST AND LOYAL-: 
IST TALK—AN INVITATION DECLINED, 

Lonpon, Jan. 5.—Mr. Gladstone has sume 
moned the Liberal members of Parliament to a 
meeting.on the 16th inst. He privately promises 
them that he will then make a frank statement 
of the principles uvon which he proposes to 
settle the Irish question. > 

The Lord Chancellor of Ireland will prepare a 
bill for increastng the endowment of Catholic 
colleges in Ireland and converting the Queen’s 
colleges of Galway and Cork into Catnolic insti- 
tutions. He will prepare another bill granting 
sectarian regulation of primary schools. The 
Government will also introduce a measure ex-. 
tending the powers of the Lasd Purchase act. 

The Dublin « xpress, the organ of the loyalista, 
says: “ British rule has virtually ceased to exist 
in the southwestern district of Ireland. From 
West Cork, through the counties of Kerry and 
Clare, the National League is the only govern- 
ment recognized by the people, and it is ruling 
them with a rod of iron and incredible tyranny. 
The disclosure of the victims’ names would 
jeopardize their lives.” 

Arrangements are being made for a monster 
meeting of loyalists at Gelfast on the 18th inst. 
to protest against any measure granting home 
rule to Ireland. a 

Ata meeting of the National League, held in 
Dublin to-day, the terrible distress among the 
people on the west coast of Ireland was con- 
sidered. Several members made addresses de- 
ploring the condition o1 affairs, and attribnting 
it mainly to evictions. The Treasurer of the 
League reported that within the past two 
weeks £38,603 bad been received for the 
Parliamentary fund and £283 for the League: 
fund. Mr. Harris, member of Parliament, who: 
presided, expressed the press pleasure which. 
had been afforded him by Mr. Gladstone’s favor- 
able references to the Irish home rule scheme, 
as Mr. Gladstone’s words, he said, were or far 
more consequence and were entitled to greater 
consideration than those of Mr. Chamberlain, 
Mr. Bright, or even Lord Randolph Churchill. 
Irish industries, he said, had sunk to the lowest 
point, and it would be a hard task for Mr. 
Parnell and his followers to revive those indus- 
tries. Only home rule would enable them to 
bring about a revival. Ireland would then re- 
sume her proper position among the nations of the 
earth. nless home rule were granted the agi- 
tation would be continued on the old lines, and 
the Irish in America would freely help their 
countrymen. 

Late last month Mr. John Gennings, who ig 
connected witha London news agency _which 
supplies the American press with much English 
news, wrote a letter to Mr. Gladstone inviting 
him to visit America. The letter assured Mr. 
Gladstone that he would be received in America 
with the heartiest welcome, and the writer vent- 
ured to express the opinion that a personal in- 
vestigation of the working of the Constitution 
ot the United States on the part of Mr. Glad- 
stone would be productive of most important 
results, such results as no amount of reading 
would enable bim toattain. Such investigation, 
it was suggested, would enable him to deal with 
the question of home rule for Ireland with a far 
greater degree of confidence. The letter further 
stated that Americans generally believed that 
Mr. Gladstone was the only man able to grapple 
successtully with tbis question. In substan< 
tiation of this statement a dispatch from New- 
York to that effect was inclosed in the letter. A 
reply to this letter has just been recerved from 
Mr. Gladstone. It is as follows: 

HAWARDEN, Jan. 4. 

DEAR SIR: I could not regard such an invitation as 
you transmitted to me onthe 23d ult. otherwise than. 
as an incident requiring my best consideration for a 
chance that reflection might open to me some way of 
compliance. I am sorry, however, to report that | have 
pot been able to arrive at this result. My physical 
strength is not such as would permit me to under- 
take » voyage to America, and the imperative de- 
mands on my time and thought in connection with the 
present state of public affairs uliow no Intermission of 
attention. ‘he invitation itself, however, constitutes 
a new tie of feeling with America.

BOTH HOUSES ORGANIZED 


BS 
THE OPENING DAY OF THE SES- 
SION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
BPEAKER HUSTED SUGGESTS THE EXPEDI- 
ENCY OF AMENDING THE ASSEMBLY 
RULES—THE FIRST BILLS IN THE SENATE. 


Axpanry, Jan. 5.—The Legislature of 1886 
formaliy organized at noon to-day. Clerk 
Charies A. Chickering called the Assembly to or- 
der, and prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. 
Smart, of this city. Secretary of State Cook 
stepped to the Speaker's desk and began the long 
and uneventful ceremony vf administering the 
ironclad oath to the 128 Assemblymen. The 
counties were called in alphabetical or- 
der, and the members came down into 
the well by sixes and sevens and placed 
their right hands upon the Bible which Deputy 
Secretary Diedrich Willers beld out to them. 
Then they filed around to the Speaker's door and 
signed the Constitution opposite the name of the 
county which they represented. Gen. Husted’ 
name was one of the last that was called. He 
walked briskly out from the Speaker’s room, 
faultiessly attired in adress suit of glistening 
broadcloth. A red rose was in his lapel and 
three diamonds sparkied on his linen bosom. The 
General is the only Speaker who ever clothed 
she chair with the full dignity to which itis en- 
titled. He ever realized that a Speaker in a bob- 
tailed coat was not an impressive figure in 80 
prominent a position as the desk that is erected 


for his use. His dress coat is carefully placed 
away in the closet at the cose of each day’s ses- 
sion, to be resumed when next he takes his seat 
in his chair. Every morning a messenger froma 
neighboring greenhouse wili fetch him a fresh 
boutonniére, 

After the members had been sworn ih, the or- 
ganization of the House was perfected by the 
formal election of the officers selected in the Re- 
publican caucus last night. Speaker Husted was 
escorted to his desk by Assemblymen Baker of 
Steuben and Sheehan of Erie. The spectators 
were charmed by the grace with which he dis- 
missed the committee, and then turned to as- 
sume for the fourth time in his life the duties 
of this responsibie office, and they applauded. 
Two baskets of fragrant flowers adorned his desk, 
one bearing his initials, *J. W. H.,”’ in white 
immortelies. The gavel with which he gave 
just the faintest touch to announce his presence 
Was the same with which he dismissed the last 
Assembly that ever gathered in the old Capitol— 
that of 1878. He presented it to one of the old 
Clerks—Jobfiny Kiernan—and it has been used 
ever since to call the Assemblies in the new Cap- 
itol to order on the first day of the session. 

Speaker Husted had a four-minute address in 
his hand, which he read to the members. It was 
as follows: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE ASSEMBLY: Eight years 
ago, on an occasion similar to this, [ thanked the 
representatives of the people, as I now thank 
you, tor their confidence and regard. Brief as 
has been the interval, nota member of that 
body sits on this floorto-day. I cite the incident 
for the purpose of illustrating as well the muta- 
tions of politics as the opportunity which, under 
our legislative system, is afforded to and em- 
braced by the people to intuse into the popular 
body a strain of young, vigorous, and healthy 
blood. During the short time that has elapsed 
since that last session in the old Assembly Cham- 
ber events of momentous interest have trans- 
Pired. In Europe and Asia the demand is out- 
spoken for parliamentary government. The 
political ideas of the Republic are (and at 
no distant day) to be the _ political 
ideas of the civilized world. What- 
ever improvement, therefore, in legisia- 
tive procedure tends to public enlightenment, 
contributes to bring the representative into 
closer contact with the peopie, enables the citi- 
zen and taxpayer to become the better informed 
in regard to legislative proceedings and fur- 
nishes to the press the means of giving thorough 
publicity to the acts of the representative, 
should be unhesitatingly adopted. It is evident 
to many of you, to all who have had the experi- 
ence of previous service, that the rules of this 
body tend in many respects to impede rather 
than facilitate legislation. Since their adoption 
questions of public interest have arisen which 
demand and require thorough and careful con- 
sideration; a consideration which the commit- 
tees of the House as now constituted have 
found themselves unabie properly to give. The 
subjects of taxation, labor, and excise, are in 
the public mind dominant. ‘They are, too, 
of paramount importance, There is no legi:- 
lative committee in the New-York Assembly 
whose duty it is to consider, primarily, either of 
these great questions. It has become a demand 
that they should be so considered, and the de- 
mand must be heeded. The Chair has given this 
matter much attention during the year past, and 
willat an early day submit for the action of the 
House such amendments to;the rules us will, it is 
believed, simplify its proceedings and render 
them more concise and more satisfactory. The 
duties of the Chair will be discharged without 
favor. The people of this State are thoroughly 
alive to the necessity of legislative integrity. 
They will not abide negiect of public duty. So 
far as experience and a determination to do 
right may serve me in the position to which 
your preference has assigned me, in so far will I 
endeavor to meet the demand of the hour. Gen- 
tlemen, I fully appreciate the responsibility 
that is devolved upon me. With your encour- 
agement and aid I will try to meet it. 

Clerk Chickering, who now begins his third 
term, was sworn in by the Speaker, and as he 
resumed his desk theold membersand employes, 
with whom he was aiways a great favorite, 
heartily applauded him. Assemblymen Gal- 
lagher, of Buffalo,and McClelland. of Yonkers, 
were appointed a committee to notify the Senate 
that the Assembly had organized and was ready 
for the transaction of business. A committee to 
convey &8imilar message to the Governor was 
composed of ex-Speaker Erwin, of St. Law- 
rence, and Greene, of Orange. Assemblyman 
Van Allen handed up the protest of James C. 
Anderson, who proposes to contest the seat of 
John Shea, of the Twenty-fourth New-York, 
The Governor's private secretary, Col. William 
G. Rice, now camé down the aisie with the an- 
nual message, and for the next hour and a half 
the Assembly listened to its reading. 

Gen. Husted’s first exploit, and one which 
caused no small wonderment to the Democratic 
minority, was his lightning-like adjournment of 
the Assembly until to-morrow. A Republican 
member made the necessary motion,the Speaker 
rattled off the usual formula, and concluded 
with the regular announcement, “ This house 
stands adjourned till to-morrow morning at il 
o’clock.” Some of the younger Democrats 
who are not accustomeu to the sinuous paths 0 
legislative procedure, assert that he did not call 
for the vote on the negative side of the ques- 
tion. That is to say,they did not hear him, 
and while it was a matter of no moment 
to them whether they adjourned till to-morrow 
or for a week, they desired to fully comprehend 
the subject, and to insist hereafter upon all the 
rights to which a minority is entitled, including 
that of hearing every word he utters. They 
therefore went down to Gov. Hill to see about 
it. The Governor smiled grimly, for he remem- 
bered his own sensitiveness asa minority mem- 
ber years azo in the old Assembly chamber. 
They afterward said the Governor had given 
them some advice, which, as they paraphrased 
it, was: “Kick, kick as hard as you can when 
the ~peaker attempts to ride over you.” A less 
impetuous adviser than the Governer bas hinted 
to them that the “kicking” might better begin 
after the committees have been announced, 
When the Speaker's attention was called to what 
appeared to be his omission, he expressed the 
profoundest regret that the slightest question 
should have been raised, and assured his visitors 
that he should in the future, as he always had in 
the past, respect every right of the minority. 
The General’s title to the distinction thrust up- 
on him at last night’s caucus, of being a man of 
unexcelled mental activity, is thus early vindi- 
cated. 

An immense floral horseshoe, higher than 
Senator Michael C. Murphy’s desk, was the one 
thing that attracted everybody'‘s attention in 
the Senate Chamber this morning. A stuffed 
game cock stood on itsupper end, with a piece 
of tin in its mouth, so twisted as to resemble the 
picture of a flash of lightning. The piece was 
the gift of the Hickory Club of the Fifth Wazsd, 
New-York. The dunors desired to convey the 
idea that? Gamecock Murphy had picked up 
Thunderbolt Norton in a recent election, and 
was in the act of devouring him as if he were an 
angle worm. Senator Amasa J. Parker’s desk 
bad on it a basket of flowers, the gift of the 
Young Men’s Democratic Club of Albany. 

Lieut.-Gov. Jones, of Binghamton, his mus- 
taches no soy of Campaign length, ascended 
tne President’s platform and rapped the new 
Senate to order. After the prayer by Chaplain 
Leech, the Senators were sworn in by fours, the 
Lieutenant-Governor reading the constitutional 
oath from the Red Book, His manner was easy 
and his voice firm as he performed these unusual 

duties. He made avery favorable impre<sion, 
The Senators will have no difficulty with Jones 
of Binghamton, and the famous scalemaker wiil 
refrain from offering them any ciallenge. His 
address, which included a fatherly admonition 
to editors, reporters, and representatives cf the 
press generally, was as follows: 

SENATORS: The result of the late election for State 
officials places me here as your presiding officer—a po- 
sition which is assumed with a full appreciation of its 
honors and responsibilities.

With your assistance, which { respectfully invoke, 
my labors will be comparatively light and my 
position a pleasant one. As your presiding offic:r, my 

ighest ambition will beto ‘do right,” and, with that 
purpose ever in view, wil: strive to make all rulings 
with justice, unintiuenced by Dertonal or political 
prejudice. Mistakes, for whicn I shall be individually 
responsible, will likely often oceur. Over these I beg 
you to spread the mantle of charity. Your honored 
predecessors have provided “Senate rules” for your 

idance, which will undoubdtediy meet with your ap- 
prova' and adoption. In the enforcement of these 
rules it will be my endeavor to refrain from technical- 
ity. The Chair in its personality will feel constrained 
to be governed strictly thereby. ‘ihe Senate, for its 
guidance, wil! place its own construction upon them. 

And you, gentlemen of the press, the connecting

EFFORTS TO SAVE THE REPRESENTATIVES 
OF FRAUD FROM DISGRACE. 
Cotumsus, Ohio, Jan. 5.—The warlike 
spirit that manifested itself in the Democratic 
caucus last night has materially disappeared, as 
aiso the threats made by Senator Hopple to the 
effect that in the eventthe Hamilton County 
members of the House were unseated, it was the 
duty of the Senate to withdraw from the cham- 
ber and leave the General Assembly without a 
quorum, and prevent the election of a United 
States Senator. Mr. Hopple also suggested that 
the Senate refuse to receive any communication 
from the House. This afternoon the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections left for Cincinnati 
or the purpose of examining the poll books and 
tally sheets in dispute. It is generally under- 
stood that the committee will go no further 
than this, and that if it is found that 
traud or forgery exists the committee 
will report at once the facts and the House dele- 
ation will be unseated. It is manifest that the 
emocrats are now inclined to compromise 
affairs, and with this object in view leading Re- 
publicans were approached to-day by a Senator 
and Democratic Fe eral office holder witb the 
proposition that if the Republicans would per- 
mit the Democratic members to remain until 
alter tne Senator was elected tha Hamilton 
County members would at once withdraw trom 
the House. It was also agreed that if this prop- 
osition was accepted the Democrats would not 
resort to any intrigue to defeat Mr. Sherman, 
who they were now free to admit would. be 
the next Senator. It is understood that 
this proposition was made in good faith, 
but after all that has transpired, the 
tally sheets in Columbus and Cincinnati 
forgery and fraud proved, the Republicans are 
not inclined at this time to come to the relief of 
the beneficisries of tbat fraud. The motive 
which induced the Senator and Federal office 
holder to make this proposition was to save the 
Hamilton County members the mortification 
attached to a proceediny that would carry with 
it a disgrace to themselves.

EX-TREASURER WENDELL DEAD. 








STRICKEN BY HEART DISEASE AND CARRIED 
HOME TO DIR. 

ALBANY, Jan. 5.—Ex-State Treasurer 
Nathan D. Wendell died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease this afternoon, He went to tbe Merchants’ 
National Bank at the usual time this morning, 
and shortly before 11 o’clock remarked that he 
was not feeling well, and complained ofa pain 
in the ehest. Dr. William H. Craig, who was in 
the bank at the time and in consultation with 
him, accompanied him to his residence in a car- 
riage. After arriving home he said that 
he felt easier, and remarked to the 
doctor that he thought there was no 
necessity tor his remaining. He added 
that he thought he would take a nap. Dr. Craig 
then returned to the bank, and Mr. Wendell lay 
down ona sofa. He fell asleep, and slept per- 
haps 20 minutes, when he arose, and was imme- 
diately seized with a recurrence of distressin 

ains in his breast. Several doctors were sen 
‘or, but on their arrival at 12:30 o’clock Mr. 
Wendell had breathed his last. All efforts to re- 
store him were unavailing. His son Harry said 
that he seemed as well this morning on leavin 
the house as he had everapreured in his life, an 
last evening he was also feeling very well when 
he spent the evening with his son. 

Nathan D. Wendel! was born in 1835, at Fort 
Plain, Montgomery County. Early in life he 
entered a printer’s office and thoroughly learned 
the business. When19 years old he journeyed 
to Albany and entered the service of the Mer- 
chants’ Nationil Bank. This was in the year 
1854, and since that time Mr. Wendell had main- 
tained his connection with the bank. He rose 
steadily in rank, until in 1864 he was made 
Cashier, In 1872 he was elected County Treas- 
urer of Albany, and again elected at the ex- 
piration of his term of office. In 1876 Mr. Wen- 
dell was a Presidential Elector on the State 
ticket, and in 1879 he waschosen State Treasurer. 
Upon the expiration of his term he retired to 
private life. In 1880 he was made Vice-President 
ofthe Merchgats’ Bank, and held the position 
until his death. 

Mr. Wendell was prominently identified with 
the financial and general banking enterprises of 
this city and had Jarge business interests in the 
West. Fora time he was one of the proprietors 
ot the Albany Morning fF axpress, He was the 
Receiver of the Universal Life Insurance Com- 
pauy. He leaves three sons.

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 5.—Good weather to- 
day aided materially in raising the snow block- 
ade. The Union Pacific main line is clear. The 
Kansas Division, and all branches in Kansas and 
Nebraska are in very bad condition. Those in 
Nebraska are practically abandoned for the 
present. Through passenger trains on the Union 
Pacific are nearly on time.

PASTOR BRISTOR UNDER ARREST. 

Nyack, N. Y., Jan. 5.—The charges pre- 
ferred against the Rey. George R. Bristor, 
Pastor of the Spring Valley Methodist Episco- 
pal Chureh, of criminal intimacy with Ida 
Downs, & young girl employed as a domestic in 
his family, were investigated to-day. The ex- 
amination was held at the Spring Valley Hotel, 
and was presided over by Justice Hiram B. 
Fenton. The court convened at 10 o0’clock this 
morning, and the proceedings then were pri- 
vate. Tuhegirl, in her deposition, reiterated her 
former accusations against Mr. Bristor. She 
said that she had been influenced to make two 
retractions, and that she had done so to save the 
Pastor from harm. She reaffirmea her charges 
against him, and said they were true. Mrs. 
Siatterly, also a member of Mr. Bristor’s 
household at the time the assaults are 
alleged to have been committed, corroborated 
the girl’s testimony in so far as she bad knowl- 
edge of the affair. This afternoon the proceed- 
ings were public, and a very large crowd of 
spectators was present. Justice Fenton issued 
a warrant for the arrest of the Rev. Mr. Bristor, 
on a charge of felonious assault, and it was 
placed in the hands of Charles B. Fisher, the 
Spring Valley constable. Officer Fisher went 
out and soon returned with the clerzyman. 
When Bristor was arraigned he pleaded not 
guilty and waived examination. He was un- 
usually cool and collected. Justice Fenton put 
bim under bonds in $1,000 to appear before the 
Rockland County Grand Jury. George W. 
Wood and William H. Seaman, two of his 
church members, executed a bond in that sum, 
and Mr. Bristor was allowed to depart. Tne 
next Grand Jury will meet on Jan. 26.

Burglars took advantage of the severe 
storm of wind and rain that prevailed on Mon- 
day night to make a general raid onthe business 
places in the town of Bedford, Westchester 
County.

PHILADELPHTA, Penn., Jan. 5.—Final de- 
crees were entered in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court to-day in the suits of the Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone Company and _ others 
against @the Baxter Overland Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, Penn Overland 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, and the 
Overland Telephone Company and others. It is 
decreed that the letters patent granted to 


Alexander Graham Bell, March 7, 1876, 
and Jan. 380, 1877, are good and _ ~valid 
in law. The decree then goes on to say 
that * The said Alexander Graham Bell was the 
the orizinal and first inventor of the in- 
ventions described in said several letters patent; 
that the title thereto and to the inventions 
described and claimed therein are vested in 
the complainants, and that the defendants have 
infringed the fiith claim of said letters 
patent and the exclu-ive rights of the 
eomplainants under the same. And it is 
further ordered, adjudged, and decreed, the com- 
plainants baving an account and assessment of 
profit and damages and accepting a nominal 
sum therefor, that the defendants pay to the 
complainants the sum of $1 assuch profit and 
damages, and also costs taxed at the sum of $25, 
and that the complainants have judgwent 
and execution theretor; and alsothat the said 
defendants be perpetually enjoined and re- 
strained from making, selling, or using the said 
improvements patented as aforesaid, or either 
ot a and that an injunction issue accord- 
ingly.

Boston, Jan. 5.—The Atchison Directors 
at their meeting this afternoon declared tne usu- 
al dividend and issued a circular announcing 
that the rapia growth of Kansas during the last 
two years had réndered desirable the construc- 
tion of new roadsin that section so situated as 
to add to the earnings of the company and at 
the same time to protect its present property. 
Certain charters have recently been  ac- 
quired which are about to be consoli- 
dated into a single corporation under the 
title of the Chicago, Kansas and Western 
Railroad Company.

The 
total mileage which it proposed to con- 
struct is 450 miles, and the estimated 
cost, including a limited amount of 
rolling stock, is $14,009 per mile, or $6,300,000, 
toward which local aid to the extent of $700,000 
is expected to be obtained, leaving $5,600,000 to be 
provided, The Atchison Company has agreed to 
construct and equip the 450 miles of the new road 
in consideration of receiving $14,000 per mile of 
its first mortgage bonds and income bonds at 
the rate of $7,000 per mile, and the full paid-up 
capital stock of the company to an amount 
not exceeding $10,000 per mile, includ- 
ing the issues to towns and counties tor 
local aid.

SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA SUITS. 

Huntincpon, Penn., Jan. 5.—Judge 
Furst heard argument here to-day on the 
rule granted at the regular session last 
month to show cause why the execu- 
tions on which the property and corporate 
rights of the South Pennsylvania Railroad 
were levied upon should not be stayed 
and the judgments opened. The matter

GOV. HILL’S RECOMMENDATIONS 

TO THE LEGISLATURE, 

CIVIL SERVICE, RECONSTRUCTION OF THE 
TAX LAWS, MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT, 
AND FREEDOM OF WORSHIP. 

AtBany, Jan. 5.—The message of Gov. 
Hill, presented to the Legislature to-day, is a 
long document, embracing 86 printed pages, and 
covering a variety of subjects of more or less 
interest. The total State debt unprovided for 
in the sinking fund ts placed at $4,798,666 26, of 
which $3,675,971 89 is on account of the canals, 
$1,000,000 on account of the State reservation at 
Niagara, and $122,694 87 on account of 
the general fund (Indian annuities.) In 
view of the wealth, resources, and extent of the 
State, the Governor regards this debt as com- 
paratively insignificant. He cannot, however, 
view with the same complacency the gradual 
increase of the annual expenses of the adminis- 
tration of the State, caused by the creation by 
the Legislature during the past few years of so 
many new departments or bureaus to subserve 
special interests, and he thinks it advisable that 


some new plans for increasing the revenue of 
the State * devised. The following table is 
ven, showing the tax rate since 1877,and the 
otal amount of taxes levied each year:

The Governor, after referring to these figures, 
says: ** A plan for the'relief of the taxpayers as 
well as an improvement of the financial system 
of the State bas teen suggested, which should 
receive your thoughtful attention. In_ sub- 
stance it provides for the termination of the 
fund known as the schoo) fund, and directs 
that as soon after Jan. 1, 1888, as good judgment 
may dictate, such funds shall be converted 
{nto cash and transferred into the gen- 
eral fund to be thereafter applied in 
reduction of taxation. The proposition in- 
volves an amendment of the Constitution, and 
Insures @ proionged and heavy reduction in the 
burdens of the people, rendering State taxation 
for many years merely nominal, and relieving 
the taxpayers until a period when the State debt 
shall all,be paid, or nearly so, and the present de- 
pression and hard times shall have disappeared. 
This scheme was advocated by the Controller of 
the State in a special communication presented 
to the Legislature in February last, wherein the 
reasons for its adoption were ably argued and 
clearly maintained, and your earnest attention 
to such communication is particularly request- 
ed.” 
A good deal of spaceis given in the message to 
Mr. aTill's views of the civil service. The num- 
ber of examinations held for the State service 
during the year was 573, and the whole number 
of persons examined for that servica 787, of 
whom 656 were found eligible for appointment. 
The number of persons examined for the service 
of cities, so far as shown by reports received, 
was 8,876,and the number found eligible for ap- 
pointment 2,883. The whole number of persons 
actually appointed to classified positions under 
the rules is 524 in the State, and 2,201 in 
the cities. service, The Governor says: 
**Reports received from Mayors end other offi- 
cials of cities seem to give gratifying assurance 
that the metnods of civil service are producing 
good results; that they are steadily improving 
the character and efficiency of the service, and 
bringing relief to public officials from the bur- 
dens and hindrances of importunities for place, 
and the distribution of patronage among eager 
applicants greatly outnumbering the positions. 
e@ methods of civil service have become the 
policy of the General Government, and of some 
of the States, and like all genuine reforms, aim- 
ing only at good government and the public 
welfare, this reform is likely to be universally 
accepted The State of New York, always fore- 
most in administrative reforms and the adoption 
of salu :ary measures of improvement, has taken 
the teai in this reform. 

“Tne fundamental! idea of this reform that pub- 
lic office is atrust to be exercised solely for thea 
public welfare. and that offices should be filled 
only by those best qualified for the service to be 
ren ie:ed after their fitness has been ascertained 
by proper tests, is the cornerstone of popular 
government. The bestowal of office solely asa 
rewari for partisan service or as a means of 
livelihood for the incompeten: and thriftiess is 
an abuse that canoot be tolerated by a free peo- 
ple. It bas been found prejudicial to the public 
welfare and inimical to the spirit of our re- 
publican institutions, if not dangerous to 
their stability. The history of all nations, ancient 
and modern, teaches the lesson that the undue 
thirst for office andthe unrestrained power of 
distributing patronage are the most potent 
factors in the oppression of the people and the 
overthrow of popular liberty. The selection of 
public servants, pursuant tothe formsof law 
and on tbe gr:-und of merit, instead of by the 
untramme!ed will or caprice of an official, is the 
safeguard of our institutions andof popular 
rights, It is besides a constant stimulus to the 
better education and training of the people anda 
recognition of the utility of ourcommon schools 
sustained at the public expense. and an incentive 
forthe best menu to seek the public service, 
This does not conflict with the principle indis- 
pensable in a popular Government that heads of 
departments and others charged with the execu- 
tion of administrative policies should be men in 
accord with the Chief Executive or administra- 
tive officer intrusted for the time being with the 
execution of the popular wid expressed through 
the ballot bex, Tris principle is vital,and has 
universal recognition. 

“The principle of civil service reform, as con- 
templated by ths statute, is intended to apply to 
subordinate official positions whick do not in- 
volve the exercise of confidential duties, the de- 
cision of important matters of discretion, or the 
execution of administrative pOlicy. It is in- 
tended to apply solely to those positions which 
cal) mainly for clericai ability or other expert 
qualifications which can be best ascertained by 
competitive examinations. The essential points 
in a wel! ordered civil service system as here de- 
fined are that the sanctions of law should con- 
trol appointments, that the examinations wher- 
ever necessary should be fair and impartial, 
entireiy practical in their character, and relate 
solely to the duties of the positions to be filled, 
that superior merit should be the oniy ground 
of selection, and that a sufficient number of 
names of eiigible persons—possibly the entire 
list—should be certified to an appointing officer 
to afford a reasonable discretion inselection, The 
instrumentalities for the application of civil 
service methods gre complete in the State and in 
the cities. To make the system practically ope- 
rative, and to secure the full measure of its bene- 
fits, itis essential that pone officers accept its 
provisions and co-operate in good faith in ap- 
plying them, and this acquiescence is demanded 
alike by respect for the law aud regard for the 
public interests. 

“The principle of selection prescribed by the 
statute is open competition. This is the general 
rule, Non-competitive examinations are in- 
tended by the statute to be the exception and to 
be allowea only for speciai reasons arising out 
of the nature of the service and the peculiar 
qualifications required. Open competition rests 
on the solid basis of equa! rights and fair play, 
and isa principle so thoroughly democratic in 
its character, eo completeiy in harmony with the 
theu.ry of our institutions and the spirit of our 
pec a that the method would seem to commend 
its lf to universa! approval. When merit alone 
ascertained by fair competition, is recognized as 
the ground of appointment and promotion, the 
equity and propriety of the mode are self-evi- 
dent and require no defenss. 

“*In deference to a public sentiment formally 
expressed by the State Conventions of both the 
great parties, as well ason grounds of justice 
and of gratitude for meritorious and patriotic 
services in behalf of national unity and consti- 
tutional liberty, early legislative action is invit- 
ed toan amendment of the civil service statute 
securing to bonorably discharged Onion soldiers 
and sailors more certain and substantial prefer- 
ence in examinations and in certification, ap- 
pointment, and promotion. It is, however, im- 
portant that the merit principle as the ground 
of preferenos among the veterans themselves 
should be preserved, so that superior fitness 
shall have its just recognition. The methods 
of civil service will thus become a valuable 
aid to competent veterans without risks from 
influence or favoritism. The necessary appro- 
priations for the continuance of the commission 
and the expenses of examinations are recom- 
mended.” 

The tax laws of the State, Mr. Hill thinks, re- 
quire a thorough revision. itis evident that the 

ersonal ri sd of the State does not pay its 
ust proportion of the taxes, and the statutes 
governing the appraisement and assessment of 
personal property are defective and do not 
reach the great bulk of personalty for the pur- 
poses of taxation. ‘That such laws are inopera- 
tive to reach personal estate is evident by the 
mere statement of the fact that while, according 
to the tast report of the State Asseasors, the 
assessed valuation of real estate of the State is 
$2.669,178,011,the valuation of the personal estate is 
only $845,418,861,or about one-eighth of the realty. 
The theory of our present system of taxation is 
neither a just nora consistent one, It permits 
the indebtedness of an owner of personal prop- 
erty to be deducted from its value, while it per- 
mits nosuch deduction in favor of real estate, 
even though it is represented by a mortgage, 
which is a specific lien upon such real estate. 

“If it be the true theory that a person should 
be taxed only upon what he actually owns, it 
should be applied to reai estate, and the owner 
should be entitled toa reduction on account of 
the liens and incumbrances thereon. His actual 
interest can only be determined by his being 
allowed such reduction, and. if it be proper 
to allow him the benefit of his indebted- 
ness in the assessment of personal property 
there would seem to be great propriety 
in taking the same course in reference to 
realestate. Such a change would remedy some 
of the injustice and inconsistency of our pres- 
ent system. The practical operation of our 
present laws isthat personal property almost 
entirely escapes taxation, which adds to the bur- 
dens upon real estate. while the latter is taxed 
without regard tothe actual interest of the 
ownerin it. This 
your action,and the suggestion that real and 


seesee 


persona! property should he placed upon an 
equal footing for all purposes of n is 
worthy of most serious consideration.” 

The Governor refers to the device of ping 
taxation on personal property by contracting 
debts just before the assessment rolis ar@ com- 
pleted each year for the purchase of Govern- 
ment bondsor otherexempt securities, which 
are surrendered or sold as soon as the assessment 
rolis are fully completed. “If the Legislature,” 
he says, *‘ does not see fit to abolish, in. all cases, 
any deduction for debts, then it is submitted 
that the law should be amended by providing 
that guch deduction sbould not include, 
but should expressly except, debts or 
obligations created by the purchase of 
any property exempt by law from tax- 
ation; or, if this is mot advisable, then the 
party claiming exemption in such cases should 

e required to make an aflidavit showing that 
the transaction was in good faith, and not for 
the purpose of evading or escaping taxation, 
and providing severe penalties for false swear- 
ingin relation to such transaction, and, possi- 
bly, permitting the Assessors in their discretion 
to pass upon the good faith of such investment 
with liberty to reject the claim for exemption i? 
they believe tne transaction to be a mere device 
to evade the law. Some proper legislation upon 
this subject seems to be imperatively demanded.” 

The Governor refers to his contest with the 
Legislature of last year regarding the proposed 
taking of a census of the State, and maintains 
that thereisno constitutional right to do this. 
He recommends that an enumeration of \the in- 
babitants of the State be taken this year, anda 
reapportionment made of the Senate and As- 
tembly districts, based on the new enumera- 
tion. In reference to the municipal govern- 
ment of New-York, be says: ** The inauguration 
of some well directed effort to improve the local 
government of the city of New-York is worthy 
of serious consideration. The rapid increase of 
taxation in that city, the enormous expenses in- 
cident to the administration of its affairs, the de- 
fective condition of many of the laws applica- 
ble to it, and the evils which have mani- 
festly grown up under the abuses of its vast 
patronage render an earnest endeavor for the 
accomplishment of municipal reform one of the 
demands of the hour. It is belieyed that the 
separation of municipal from State elections, 
thereby relieving the choice of local officers 
from the influence of strictly partisan politics 
and insuring the selection of State or national 
Officers free from the embarrassment of local 
contests, would be a step in the right direction. 
Public sentiment, both in the city and in the 
country, recognizing the growing evils of the 

resent system has atrengthened in support of 

be proposition favoring a return to the 
ancient system of Spring elections for 
charter officers. The propriety of separat- 
ing the Bureau of Elections from the 
Police Department, and providing for the orea- 
tion of a separate independent bureau of a non- 
partisan character, having no connection with 
and deriving none of its powers orauthority from 
that department, and requiring that its members 
aud employes shal! not be officers or members 
of the General Committee of any political or- 
ganization or hold any other office, and confer- 
ring the power of their appointment upon such 
authority and in such manner as to insure the 
service of independent citizens of the highest 
Character and standing in the community, pre- 
sents a subject and embraces a proposition emi- 
neatly worthy of favorable action. 

“It is also suggested that the expenses of the 
Government of New-York City may be lessened 
by the abolition of numerous useless offices 
which have been created and the reduction of 
the extravagant salaries paid many of its officials. 
It is apparent that many officers are receiving a 
compensation greatly beyond what they actually 
earn, and which they could not receive from any 
private employmentin which they mignt en- 
gage, thereby burdening the city with unneces- 
sary taxation, The additional inducoment of 
prodigal salaries should not be held out to that 
already numerous class of people who seek pub- 
lic trusts solely for the sake of the emoluments 
which they confer. 


* The charter of the city of New-York needs 
amendment, if not an entire revision. It may 
well be doubted whether it has been the part of 
wisdom or for the best interests of the city to 
makeso many important offices appointive rather 
than elective, as has been the tendency of modern 
legislation, I bave faith in the people and their 
capacity for self-government, and believe that 
they should be trueted with the selection of their 
own local officiais to every reasonable extent. 
The Mayor of the city should, nevertheless, be 

ossessed of sufficient power to make his admin- 
stration distinctive in its character and to 
enable him to carry out his views of 
municipal policy, and the people could 
then properly hold him responsible for 
the good government of the city during 
his term of office. Every session of the Legis- 
lature discloses the defects in the present char- 
ter and its inadequacy for the needs uf the city. 
Instead, however, of spasmodic efforts to amend 
the charter by piecemeal, which have usually 
resulted abortively, after baving occupied the 
greater portion of the valuable time of the 
Legislature each and every year, it is suegested 
that, for the purpose of preparing a new char- 
ter, a commission be authorized to be appointed, 
to consist of a limited number of citizens repre- 
senting all shades of political opinion, as well as 
the various interests to be affeoted, and taken 
from the different walks 1n life, and it is believed 
that the labor of such a body, intelligentivy and 
conscientivusly performed, would unquestion- 
ably meetthe approval of the citizens of New- 
York Citz. 

“ But aside from charter revision, the applica- 
tion for whick is necessarily made to the Legis- 
lature andcan be accomplished nownere else, 
there should be essentially home rule for cities, 
All matters of discretion, the imposition of local 
taxes and assessments, the institution of public 
improvements, the creation of municipal indebt- 
edness, the management and control of streets, 
and the selection of officiais, and all other ques- 
tions of purely local cognizance should, asa 
general rule, be remitted to the local authori- 
ties for their sole action, and should not be in- 
terfered with or acted upon by the Legisla- 
ture. New-York City can be more safely 

nd properly governed at home than from 
Tibasy. Its citizens have suffered in the 
past quite as much from d_ legislation 
at the Capitol as they have from maladministra- 
tion at home. Sufficient powerand authority 
should be conferred in a revised charter, or 
granted by some one comprehensive enactment 
to the local departments or the legislative 
branch of the City Government, giving to 
either, as may be most proper, ample jurisdic- 
tion over matters rightfully and essentially local 
in their character, thus relieving the Lexisia- 
ture from any justitivation or excuse for the 
constant a, agitation pertaining to pro- 

ose-d local legislation for New-York City. All 

he municipalities of our State suffer from too 
much special legislation. It should be borne in 
mind that mere change is not reform. The evils 
of misgovernment cannot all be cured by legis- 
lative enactment or be traced to bad laws, Oft- 
entimes laws, even though regarded as good in 
themselves, are indifferently or dishonestly exe- 
cuted, and so affurd facilities for corruption of 
every sort. 

‘While desiring to co-operate with the Legis- 
lature in every honest and genuine effort to pro- 
mote the cause of municipa! reform, itshould be 
stuted that legislation cannot be expected to 
meet with Executive approval] which, although 
cunningly devised and artfully worded and loud- 
ly proclaimed as reformatory in its character, 
yet is in fact designed for partisan advantaye, 
or the mere substitution of one set of officials 
for another, the creation of new offices, or the 
redistribution of political patronage.” 

Referring to the fact that the constitutional 
amendment of 1884 limiting the indebtedness of 
cities of over 100.000 inhabitants to 10 per cent. of 
the assessed vaiuation of their real estate is 
claimed to be working embarrassment to the 
financial interests of New-York City, which can- 
not carry on its ee improvements under the 
constitutional limitations without some new 
legisiation in relation to its sinking fund, the 
Governor says that he contemplates a future 
special “wer suggesting legislation to 
meet the difficulty. He suggests the 
passage of « general law specially pro- 
viding for the incorporation of trades unions 
and of av act prohibiting labor by children un- 
der 14 years of age, especially in factories or 
similar workshops, and regulating the employ- 
ment of all minors. He also recommends the 
creation of a commission to investigate the sys- 
tom of boards of arbitration as they are estab- 
lished in other countries for the settlement 
of disputes between employers and laborers, 
and to report such a law as will secure the 
benefits ot the arbitration system to those in- 
terested in the advancement of the industries of 
this State. The Governor says that the system 
of “ State account,” under which the prisons are 
now conducted, should be given a fair trial un- 
less a less objectionable system can be devised. 
“The difficulty heretofore encountered by the 
Legisiature in agreeing upon any new or otber 
system would seem to render it more expedient 
to endeavor to perfect the present one as far as 
possible, rather than enter upon any doubtful 
experiment. But even in the event of such con- 
tinuance an act should be passed providing for the 
diversification and designation of the number of 
trades to be carried on, selecting those which 
will least conflict with outside labor, as well as 
limiting the number of convicts to be employed 
in any one inéustry, and directing that the prison 
products should not be sold for less than marke 
— unaer such reasonable rules and regula 

ions as may be prescribed. What the State most 
needs isasettled policy upon this subject. The 
grievances which unquestionably exist should 
be remedied by prompt legislation.” 

Mr. Hill thinks that no reason for the con- 
tinued existence of the “ Board of Regents of 
the University” exists, and he recommends that 
it be abvlished and its powers and duties re- 
lating toschools be transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Publio Instruction. He also recom- 
mends the abolition of the State Board of Chari- 
ties, and the creation of a single-headed depart- 
ment as a substitute, the official to be known as 
the Commissioner of Charities. The work of the 
State Board of Health, ne thinks, could be 
better attended to by one Health Commis- 
sioner of the State, and he condemns the 
practice by recent Legislatures of establisb- 
ing commissions &nd bureaus to conduct 
surveys for the State, which should be done 
under the supervision of the State Engineer and 
Surveyor. Onthe subject of freedom of wor- 
ship, which has created such bitter disoussions 
in the Legislature for several years past, the 
Governor says: “I reiterate the recommendation 
contained in my previous annual message in fa- 
vor of such wise and judicious legislation as 
may be pecessary to eifectualiy and impartially 
enforce that provision of thé Constitution 
which declares that ‘the free exercise 
and enjoyment of religious profession 
and worship, witbout discrimination or 
preference, shall forever be allowed in this State 
to all mankind.’

to the Court of Appeals. The judgment roll 
and the stenographer’s minutes should consti- 
tute the case and exceptions, and the expense of 
printing should be made a county charge. With 
these changes in the law effected, not only will 
the present protracted delay in the punishment 
of the guilty murderer be avoided and a great 
expense to the county saved, but the rights of 
the acoused will be adequately ‘protected, and 
the poor, us well as the rich, will be enabled to 
have their cases passed upon In the first instance 
by the court of last resort.’’ 

In conclusion the Governor makes an allusion 
to Mr. Tilden's recent letter in relation to the 
necessity of providing more adequate protection 
to the sea coast of the United States, and sug- 
gests the propriety of an indorsementof Mr, 
Tilden’s views by a joint resolution.

PACIFIC RAILROAD PROBLEMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, 
called up inthe Senate to-day the resolution hereto- 
fore offered by him, calling on the Secretary of the In- 
terior fora copy of each report made by the Govern- 
ment Directors of the Union Pacific Railroad, from 
the first appointment of such Directors to the present 
time. In support of his resolution Mr. Wilson reviewed 
at considerable length the action of the Government 
Directors, of whom he had himself been one, with a 
view to sh wing that, had the Government paid atten- 
tion to the information conveyed and the recom- 
mendations made by the Directors the relation 
of the Government to the roads would to-day 
be a better one. Mr. Wilson favored the bill 
reported from the Judiciary Committee of the Senate 
of the Forty-eighth Congress, because, under sucha 
law, if enacted, oe would be a@ possibility of Gov- 
ernmentownership of the entire Pacifico system. Not 
that he hoped that Government ownership would 
ever be necessary, for he did not take kindly to mens- 
ures looking to Goyernment assumption of business 
that might well be undertaken by citizens; but with 
the contingency of Government ownership confront- 
ing them all the companies included in the Pacific sys- 
tem would set themselves about devising means to 
avoid any impending possession of their roads by the 
Government. Indeed.every railroad inthe United states 
would tak» a lively interest in preventing the (iovern- 
ment ownership of the Pacific roads; for their mana- 
gers well know that with those roads inthe hands of 
the Government, the problem of regulating inter-Stute 
commerce would be speedily and perfectly solved. In 
Mr. Wilson's opinion. we had the case In our own 
hands and should not consent—he, for one, would 
not consent—to any settlement of the Pacific Katlroad 
question that did not embrace the feature of vossible 
redemption by the Government of present paramount 
Nenson the Pacific roads, so that the Government 
might protect itself against the defaults of the com- 
panies. 


TO REFORM THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Mr. Cutcheon, of Mich- 
igan, introduced in the House to-day a bill to reform 
the civil service and to preserve the constitutional dis- 
tinction between legislative and executive duties by 
the organization of a bureau of civil appointments. It 
makes it unlawful for any head of a department or 
chief of a bureau to request or solicit advice or recom- 
mendations from any Senator or epresefitative in re- 


gard to the removal or appointment of any official in 
any of the executive departments, or for senators or 
Representatives to nominate or recommend or to 
solicit or request the appointment of any per- 
son to any position n either the -execu- 
tive or judicial departments, It makes the viol:tion 
of any of its provisions a misdemeanor py reset by 
8 fine of $1,000 and cause for the removal of appointed 
officers and for impeachment of elected Officers. 
It provides for the establishment of a bureau of civil 
appointments, to oonsist of the Civil Service Com- 
mission and the officers, examiners, and other em- 
ployes thereof, and of civil appointment bourds in 
eac udicial circuit of the United States, to 
consist of three members each, who shall reside 
within the circuita, which boards shall be subordl- 
nate to the Civil service Commission, and whose 
duties shall be to examine and report in re- 
gard to any matter referred to them oy th3 President 
or the heads of departments astothe resignation, re- 
moval, or appointment of any executive or judicial 
officer. ‘The recommendations of these boards are, 
however, to be advisory only. The salary of the mem- 
bers of the boards is fixed at 82,500 a year, and they 
are to hold office until the expiration of the Prest- 
dential term during which they are appointed. The 
bill also provides that it shal! be the duty of the Civil 
Service Commission to extend the competitive exam- 
inations to all appointments below the grade of the 
yo pg civil service where the compensation exceeds 
& year.

ABOUT THE STATE BANKS}

TEN MILLIONS INCREASE IN RE- 
SOURCES IN A YEAR, 

THE GOOD RESULTS OF STATE EXAMINA- 
TION—ANNUAL REPORT OF BANK SU- 
PERINTENDENT PAINE, 

ALBANY, Jan. 5.—The report of Bank 
Superintendent Willis 8. Paine was submitted to 
the Legislature to-day. Six State banks were 
organized during the year ending Oct. 1, with an 
aggregate capital of $525,000. The Genesee 
County Bank, at Batavia, was converted from a 
national bank. The Herkimer Bank and the 
Union Bank of Rochester had been private 
banks, The other three banks thus organized 
are new. They arethe Kings County Bank, the 
Bank of Mount Vernon, and the Bank of Cape 
Vincent. 

There are 93 State banks of deposit and dis- 
count, the greatest number in operation since 
1865, when the Legislature passed the act 
permitting State banks to become na- 
tional institutions. These banks on Sept. 
12 had resources amounting to $167,667,- 
499, against $157,446,275 on Sept. 20, 1884. 
The net increase in resources was $ 10,221,224; the 
decrease in surplus and undivided profits was 
$287,127; the increase in deposits war $7,218,684, 
and in loans and discounts, $9,412,803; the amount 
due from Directors of the banks decreased 
$646,862, and the aggregate of overdrafts was re- 
duced $168,157; the total of overdrafts on Oct. 1, 
1883, was but $92,277; the amount of legal-tender 
notes on hand was increased $185,959; the increase 
in specie was $2,328,429. The Produce Bank, of 
New-York, and the Saratoga County Bank, of 
Waterford, closed during the year without loss 
to depositors. The failures were of the City 
Bank, of Schenectady, and the Wall-Street Bank, 
of New-York, which have paid their depositors 
in full. The Receiver of the State bank at Fort 
Edward, which tailed on Sept. 9, 1884, has paid 
depositors 80 per cent. and will pay 20 more and 
yet have $44,000 of unsatisfied claims. The Re- 
ceiver of the Atlantic State Bank, of Brooklyn, 
which went down in May, 1 has paid deposit- 
ors and will have $40,000 for shareholders unless 
that amount be consumed in interest to deposit- 
ors from the time of the failure. 

On Oct. 1 there were 20 trust, loan, mortgage, 
guarantee, or indemnity companies or associa- 
tions in operation in the State, with aggregate 
resources of $165,023,132 57. The incorporation 
of these companies by special charters has re- 
sulted in the establishment ofa class of finan- 
cial institutions whose powers, rights, and lia- 
bilities are not of a uniform churacter. Pro- 
vision should be made, Superintendent Paine 
thinks, for their organization under a general 
law. Ten years since the aggregate resources of 
the trust companies of the State were but 
$69,654,048. On July Lofthe present year their 
total resources were $165,177,903 69. The secu- 
rities held in trust by the Superintendent on 
Oct. 1 for banks, individuals, and trust compa- 
nies amounted to $1,420,329 98, There are 15 safe 
deposit companies in the State, with $2,513,900 
capital. 

‘or the first time in the history of the State 
the banks have been subjected to examination 
by this department. With few exceptions they 
were found in safeconiition. One bank, with 
large capital, was no doubt saved from ultimate 
ruin by the timely presence of the examiners, 
two channels of defalcation having been dis- 
covere:l, Shortcomings among several banks 
were also corrected at the instance of the de- 
partment. “A few deductions from these ex- 
aminations,” the Superintendent adds, ** may be 
inserted here. The practice which prevails toa 
limited extent of a bank loaning upon its own 
stock, while not illegal, is reprehensible, al- 
though it is oftentimes an expedient to keep the 
voting powers of the stock in the hands of 
friends. The custom should obtain as much 
as possible of keeping the funds of the 
bank divided between the Cashier or Presi- 
dent and the Teller, the former keep- 
ing the possession of the reserve or other 
unusual cash, and the latter that of the counter 
funds only. There are two rules which must be 
foliowed in order to carry on successfully a 
banking business. ‘The first is that enough of 
deposits should invariably be retained to meet 
the demand of depositors. Secondly, a bank 
shoula make loans only upon good security, 
even if the interest received is small. Experi- 
ence has shown that seldom hasa bank failed 
without its last published statement containin 
an item indicating a surplus fund, or undivided 
protits. The reason is that its Directors have 
not had the moral courage to charge off bad 
debts so soon as their collection is shown to be 
practically Impossible. One thought ought al- 
ways to be borne in mind, that the possession of 
ample cash or its equivalent isa sign of prudent 
banking. These examinations will be continued, 
but Directorsshould not rely upon the researches 
of an examiner rather than their own investiga- 
tions.” 

Mr, Paine urges strongly a law to prevent pri- 
vate banking under corporate titles, Remedial 
efforts of the Legislature, by not making the pe- 
nal act against this offense retroactive, gave, in 
fact, sanction to the practice. Under the present 
law a private banker cainot sue or be sued in 
his corporate capacity. Persons of integrity 
and financial responsibility need no corporate 
cloak for bu-iness purposes, and against the 
irresponsible person the public requires and bas 
a right to demand legislative protection. There 
shou.d be a law requiring such banks to use the 
words “ private banker” or ‘“ unincorporated” 
in connection with the present title. 

The Superintendent thinks that the Legisla- 
ture should exert its influence so that the Ex- 
ecutive at Washington orthe Senate Committee 
on Foreign .Affuirs will take some action to 
amend the e.‘tradition treaty with England so 
as to close Canada as a refuge for embezzlers. 
In closing his report the Superintendent dis- 
cusses the system of taxation within the State, 
and says that while exact equality of taxation 
cannot be expected under any system, good 
government can be perpetuated only by each 
public-spirited citizen exercising a guardianship 
over his rights and resisting unjust exactiona.

ALBANY, Jan. 5.—Below is given ab- 
stracts of the official quarterly reports of all of 
the banks of discount and deposit operated un- 
der the State laws made to the Superintendent 
of the Banking Department for Dec. 26, 1885, 
The number of State banks engaged in active 
buslness {is 92. By a mutual understanding be- 
tween Bank Superintendent Willis 8. Paine and 
Henry W. Cannon, Controller of the Currency 
at Washington, the reports of the national and 
State banks for the December quarter show 
their condition for the same date, thus making 
it possible to obtain accurate aggrewates of the 
several items of resources and liabilities of the 
entire authorized discount banking interest of 
the State at the end of the past year. The De- 
cember reports of the national banks show their 
condition at the close ot business on the 24th 
ult., while the reports of the State banks give 
their condition on the morninys of Dec, 26 before 
the transactions of that day. No business hav- 
ing been transacted on Dec. 25, (Christmas,) the 
reports are, in fact, forthe same date, 

During the last quarter the resources of the 
State banks bave increased $22,009,164; the in- 
crease in deposits during the same period was 
$23,916,471; the increase in surplus fund and un- 
divided profits, $986,812, and the increase in loans 
and discounts, $7,114,167. ‘he decrease in capital 
was $500,000, caused by the Seaboara Bank, of 
New-York City having changed from the State 
to the national system during the quarter,

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A COLLISION IN THE FOG. 


_—2——— 
THE RESULT OF A CONDUCTOR’S FAILURE TO 
OBEY ORDERS, 

Port JERvris, Jan. 5.—J. M. Snook, con- 
ductor, and Peter Garrabrant, flagman, two old 
and experienced employes of the Erie Railway, 
have been discharged by the company, the 
authorities having decided that they were re- 
sponsible for the serious and costly accident at 
White Bridge Switoh, near Otisyille, two or three 
daysago. On one of the recent rainy and forgy 
days Conductor Snook stopped his heavy freight 
and coal train at Otisville to switch some cars. 
He left Otisville under orders to run to Middle- 
town, where he was to take the switch until the 
southern tier express for New-York passed. His 
train had gone but a short distance when it 
broke intwo, Fearing that the time required to 
get it recoupled would make it impossible for 
him to reach Middletown in time, Conductor 
Snook ordered the train to back into White 
Bridge Switoh, east of Otisville, to wait there 
for the express, and sent Flagman Garrabrant 
back with a flag to warn the operassae train. 

The flagman had gone but 560 yards through 
the fog when he met Conductor Guy Price’s 
stock train rushing along at 20 miles an hour. 
The fog was so thick that the freight train 
which Conductor Price had supposed was well 
on its way to Middletown, could not be seen 
even that short distance by Engineer Seward, of 
the stock train, and the grade being down and the 
track slippery, his engine struck the caboose of 
the freight train at full speed. The engine 
passed clear through this caboose and six 
freight and coal cars before its momentum was 
Overcome, scatterinz them and their contents 
about like chaff. Twelve cars immediately 
ahead of the six demolished ones were 
piled one upon another by the shock of 
the collision, The engine of the stock 
train was badly wrecked, but although 
the engineer and fireman were surrounded 
by fragments of iron und wood and other débris 
that had been huried about by the collision 
neither of them received a scrateb, Edward 
Slockhower, head brakemen on the stock train, 
stood on the top of a car as the train approached 
the freixht, and, seeing the rear of the latter 
dimly through the fog just betore the collision 
occurred, he jumped from the car. He was so 
badly burt that his recovery is not expected. 
Both tracks were piled high with remnants of 
cars and with coal, grain, and other merchan- 
dise, with which the wrecked cars were loaded. 
The express train arrived on the scene a few 
minutes after the wreck ocourred, The passen- 
gers helped dig a passage through for the train, 
which was accompli-hed after three hours’ work, 
The company, it is estimated, will lose $10,000 by 
the accident.

Senator ZEBULON B. Vance, of North 
Carolina, has the courage of his convic- 
tions. He believes the reform of the civil 
service a humbug. He regards the public 
offices as the spoils of partisan victory. 
He has no faith in mugwumps and goody- 
goody men in or out of office. He ad- 
‘vocates a civil service for political rev- 
enue only, of which the Senators are to 
have the collection, and disbursement is to 
be dispensed with. He realizes that with- 
out offices to give away some men in the 
Senate would be of very little account at 
home or in Washington, as they already 
are everywhere else. Accordingly he has 
introduced a bill to repeal the civil service 
law. He will doubtless have a day set 
apart when he “ will address the Senate.” 
When that happens the next number of 
the Record will be interesting reading. 
It will contain much vulgarity and much 
that a Senator of this generation ought 
to be ashamed of, but it will not be dull. 








The passage of the bill introduced in 
the House yesterday by Representative 
DowDney, of this city, or of some bill of 
like nature, would be a wise and proper 
recognition by Congress of the national 
character of the memorial to be erected 
over the grave of Gen. GRaNT in 
New-York.

The magnitude of the interests confided 
to the State banks of New-York is fre- 
quently lost sight of, but that they are 
yell worth caring for is shown by the re-. 


S. Patng. This report shows that there are 
more State banks now in operation than 
at any previous time for twenty years, the 
number being 92, with resources amount- 
ing to over $167,000,000, an increase with- 
in the year of some $10,000,000. Curious- 
ly enough, these institutions were sub- 
jected to official examination for the first 
time last year, and were found in very 
good condition, though the Superintend- 
ent finds some suggestions to make as to 
their management, and earnestly advo- 
cates an extradition treaty with England 
to prevent Canada from continuing to be 
the safe refuge of defaulters and embez- 
zlers. 








It is arather peculiar way of arguing 
upon the validity of an indictment to in- 
timate that the indictment itself is intend- 
ed to extort money from somebody. 
Either the indictment against WARNER 
and Work for aiding and abetting FErR- 
DINAND WaRD in defrauding the Marine 
Bank is good in law or it is not, and to 
attack the motives of the prosecuting 
officers of the Government in bringing it 
is an extraordinary proceeding for repu- 
table lawyers. Their motives are of no legal 
consequence and would hardly be attacked 
in court by defendants who felt that 
they had a good case. If there are other 
persons who ought to be indicted and 
who, in the language of the learned coun- 
sel, were ‘‘omitted from observation,” 
that fact can hardly affect the validity of 
the indictmient actually brought, even 
though it were intended to frighten them. 
A charge that an indictment is being used 
as a means to force the payment of 
money is a very serious one, and Mr. 
DORSHEIMER is justified in showing re- 
sentment if it is based on ‘‘ mere scandal 
and rumor,” and it is altogether unbe- 
coming in an argument upon a demurrer, 
even if it is an inference from ‘‘the facts 
of the case.” 








Mr. Roskin’s aberrations of mind are 
for the most part clearly distinguishable 
from idiocy, and his remarks upon the 
Irish question do not constitute an excep- 
tion to this rule. What he says amounts 
toa declaration that the English do not 
understand the Irish, and are incapable of 
understanding them. This is so nearly 
true as to make it quite certain that no 
English idea of what ought to satisfy 
Ireland is anything like what will satisfy 
Ireland. The “iocal councils” which the 
Tories now propose will amount, as Mr. 
GLADSTONE foresaw, to nothing at all for 
the purpose of conciliating Ireland. As 
that object is the one object for which 
any change is needed, it is simply a waste 
of time to potter over the details of a 
scheme that will not attain it, Mr. 
GLADSTONE seems for his own part to 
overlook the probability that the Irish 
members may reject even a measure pro- 
viding for what they want, if they 
are not consulted about its prepara- 
tion. Of course it would be very 
illogical for them to do _ so, _ but 
there would be a _ great deal of 
human nature in the rejection, especially 
Irish human nature. A frank consulta- 
tion of the Liberal leader with the Irish 
leader is the best method of preparing a 
workable measure, and is the best method 
also of diminishing the rancor of the 
partial separation. It may not be the 
best method of getting English votes for 
the project. For there is undoubtedly a 
strong feeling in England that whatever 
it is the Irish want they ought not to 
have it, but to take instead what English- 
men think would be good for them, 








THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Gov. HILL’s annual message to the Legis- 
lature bears evidence of having been very 
carefully prepared, and there is much in 
it tocommend. It is not only far in ad- 
vance of that submitted last year, but is 
in many respects a clear and able docu- 
ment. He departs altogether from the 
custom of presenting a summary of in- 
formation regarding the various branches 
of the State administration and antici- 
pates none of the official reports. His 
statement of the debt and of the rate and 
amount of taxation is the only part of the 
message devoted to specific information 
upon public interests.) This leaves him 
free for the discussion of questions bear- 
ing upon public policy and for suggestions 
and recommendations, without unduly 
extending his communication to the Legis- 
lature. 

His declarations in regard to the civil 
service policy would be very gratifying 
were it not for a suspicion of insincerity 
which is awakened by the extravagance 
of his language in regard to its general 
importance and certain qualifications that 
are interjected in speaking of its practical 
application, This suspicion is strength- 
ened by his own past conduct in dealing 
with the public service, one illustration 
of which may be found in his effort to 
foist STERLING into an office that was 
not vacant, and by the known at- 
titude toward the reform of his 
most devoted supporters. When he says 
that the fundamental idea of this reform, 
which he very well defines, is the ‘ cor- 
nerstone of popular government,” that 
the evil which it is intended to remedy is 
‘inimical to the spirit of our republican 
institutions, if not dangerous to their 
stability,” and that the application of 
its methods is the “ safeguards of our 
institutions and of popular rights,” he 
speaks like a much more enthusiastic ad- 
vocate of the system than he has ever 
shown himself to be, and seems to be 
talking for effect. When he suggests 
that examinations should be “ entire- 
ly practical in their character and re- 
late solely to the duties of the positions to 
be filled,” and that possibly the entire list 
of those found to be eligible should be 
certified to the appointing officer ‘“ to 
afford areasonable discretion in selection,” 
he seems to aim at an evasion of some of 
the most important safeguards of the sys- 
tem. Examinations should afford a test 
of general capacity as well as expert 
knowledge, and the discretion of the ap- 
pointing officer should not be so wide as 
to admit of discrimination on party 
grounds. These are points which do not 
seem to strike the ‘Governor with their 
proper force, 
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on the important subject of taxation have 
not much value. They are based upon a 
very superficial consideration of the sub- 
ject, and upon the common notion that 
an equitable system must reach all forms 
of property and apply toallalike. This 
may be alluring as an ideal, but as it is 
utterly impracticable the attempt to ap- 
ply it leads only to inequality and injus- 
tice. It involves no recognition of the 
principle of diffusion which distributes a 
tax upon realestate sothat itis really paid 
more nearly in proportion to ability than 
is possible as the result of any attempt at 
artificial adjustment. On the subject of 
an ‘‘ enumeration of inhabitants” the Gov- 
ernor simply adheres to his well known 
position that no State census is author- 
ized except one for a bare enumeration to 
be used as a basis of apportionment. His 
reasoning applies to precisely the same 
extent and with the same force toa Fed- 
eral census, and would be utterly de- 
structive of the value of any census, ex- 
cept as a means of apportioning repre- 
sentation. 

On the subject of municipal reform the 
Governor speaks at considerable length 
and with a very fair appreciation of the 
requirements of the case. He favors the 
separation of municipal and State elec- 
tions, the creation of an independent and 
non-partisan Bureau of Election in this 
city, the abolition of useless offices and 
the reduction of extravagant salaries, and 
the establishment of local control over 
local affairs. His suggestion of a com- 
mission to revise the charter of this city 
is, however, one of doubtful wisdom. 
Past experience has not demonstrated the 
value of such proceedings. The Gov- 
ernor promises a special message on the 
important subject of legislation relating 
to the sinking fund of this city. 

A commission to inquire into the work- 
ing of boards of arbitration for the settle- 
ment of controversies between employers 
and employed, which is recommended by 
the Governor, seems to be a necessary 
preliminary to a full understanding of the 
matter. It may be that tribunals of this 
kind would effect valuable results. In 
dealing with the question of prison labor 
the Governor does not appear to be wholly 
free from prejudice. He recognizes, how- 
ever, the necessity of productive labor 
in the prisons and the desirability 
of making those institutions self-sup- 
porting. His present position seems to 
be that the State account system should 
be retained, but the industries so diversi- 
fied and the number of persons employed 
in any one so limited as to restrict as far 
as possible competition with outside labor. 
This might mitigate the effects of compe- 
tition by distributing them, but it would 
impose a difficult task upon those in 
charge of the prisons. They must be not 
only expert in business, but in a large 
number of different branches, to make 
the system successful. The Governor is 
quite right in saying that a system should 
be established which shall be permanent 
in its character. Nothing could be more 
pernicious than constant change. 

With regard to the Governor’s sugges- 
tions as to the abolition of unnecessary 
offices and the concentration of official 
responsibility, we are not quite sure that 
they are all judicious, The Board of 
Regents of the University does seem to 
be more ornamental than useful, and it 
may be that a really competent and 
public-spirited Commissioner of Charities 
would be of more service than the pres- 
ent board. We doubt, however, whether 
a single Commissioner could properly 
do the work of the State Board of 
Health, whose functions are largely 
advisory and supervisory. It can hard- 
ly be denied, however, that the constitu- 
tion of the present board is ‘‘ incongruous 
and peculiar.” The chief difficulty with 
the suggestion that all special surveys 
should be placed in the charge of the 
State Engineer and Surveyor is that his 
is an elective office and the chance 
of securing the requisite professional 
qualifications is not good, not because 
they would not commend a candidate 
to the people, but because they are not 
likely to be powerful with nominating 
conventions, Aside from the demagogic 
reference to ‘‘ freedom of worship” and an 
irrelevant echo of Mr. TILDEN’s cry about 
coast defenses, the remaining recommen- 
dations of Gov. HILU are good, such as 
those relating to a limitation upon the 
issue of stock and bonds by corporations, 
the more speedy enforcement of criminal 
law, and the modification of the registra- 
tion law for Brooklyn. On the whole, the 
message is remarkably free from evident 
partisan bias. 








A SERIOUS c1ISTAKE, 


The merits of the question of wages at 
issue between the elevated railroad com- 
pany and its engineers can be fairly de- 
termined only on a careful examina- 
tion of the facts and a balancing 
of the assertions put forth on both 
sides. But there can be no question 
about the unwisdom of the course adopted 
by the company in suspending the opera- 
tion of the Second and Ninth avenue 
lines. That step is hostile not only to the 
employés of the road, but to the public, 
and by taking it the company puts itself 
in the attitude of the aggressor. 

The elevated railroads are closely inter- 
woven with the daily life and business of 
the city. Their continued and regular 
operation is indispensable to a large part 
of the community which they supply 
with the only present means of rapid transit 
within the confines of the city. Their 
policy in such a crisis as that which, ac- 
cording to the assumption of the man- 
agers, now confronts them should be one 
of extreme prudence and conservatism. 
They should remember that the ac- 
commodation they supply is mixed 
with a very appreciable amount 
of discomfort, loss, and annoyance, much 
of it needless, to the people who granted 
them the franchise, and they should not 
hastily add to the just grounds of 
complaint against them by putting 
thousands of their daily patrons to serious 
inconvenience in order that they may 
carry out an uncalled for and unwise pol- 
icy ina contest with their servants. 

The engineers have made a definite 
and apparently reasonable request for a 


hours of service to the standard estab- 
lished in 1880, and in supportof this re- 
quest they have asked for a conference with 
the managers with a view to “‘ a peaceable 
adjustment of the difference.” The reply 
of the company to this fair and business- 
like proposition is a discontinuance of the 
trains upon two of their lines—in effect 
a ‘‘lock-out” of a portion of the complain- 
ing employés. 

That is not a rational or a business- 
like way of dealing with the difficulty. It 
is an action which is calculated to increase 
it, and considering the financial history of 
the Manhattan Company it is not a just 
or a safe policy. 








A COMPROMISE AS TO SILVER, 


Mr. J. 8. Moorz, in another column, 
suggests a compromise on the silver ques- 
tion, the chief objection to which is that 
it comes from the wrong side. Were it 
proposed by some one as devoted to the 
silver coinage as Mr. Moork is to sound cur- 
rency, it would be well worth considering. 
We assume that it is the product of Mr. 
Moore’s fertile brain, for we should be 
extremely sorry to see it come from the 
Treasury Department or from any one 
representing that department. We have 
already said that as regards silver we be- 
lieved the policy of the Treasury to be to 
obey the law faithfully, with care and 
discretion where there is room for dis- 
cretion, with every effort to make the 
facts as they exist plain to the law makers, 
and then to leave with Congress the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining or amending 
or repealing the laws. That is a sensible 
policy which every sensible man can un- 
derstand, and we should be glad to see the 
Treasury adhere tov it. 

Mr. Moorr’s suggestions in brief are: 
(1) To stop the coinage of the silver dol- 
lar; (2) to coin $2,000,000 per month for 
two years of silver subsidiary coinage, 
slightly heavier than now, and made legal 
tender in sums of $20; (8) to withdraw 
all notes of $5 or under. The chief ad- 
vantage he expects to gain from this 
change in the policy of the Government 
is the suspension of silver coinage. He 
argues that it would cost not nearly as 
much as it is worth. There is no ques- 
tion that the country could use a greater 
quantity of small coins than it now 
does were: the small bills of $5 or less 
withdrawn, It would be inconvenient. 
It is true that coin is s0 used 
far more freely in England than 
here, and more freely in France than 
in England, but there is no real ad- 
vantage in it. No American would will- 
ingly carry about with him in silver coin 
the value of the small bills he is now ac- 
customed to carry. Asa matter of fact 
we do not believe our people would do it. 
If they could not get five-dollar notes, 
they would manage to get gold pieces in- 
stead. They would have to put up with 
silver for the ones and twos, and they 
might get used to it; but they would not 
like it. It is not likely that the change 
would make any serious disturbance in 
the currency. We can use the 220,000,000 
of silver dollars we now have in coin or 
in certificates, without their ‘‘ parting 
company” with gold, and we could, if we 
were forced to it, put up withgthe nui- 
sance of the want of small bills. 

But it is plain that the only inducement 
for the change would be the stoppage of 
the silver coinage, and that, if the com- 
promise were offered by the friends of 
a sound currency, it might or might not be 
permanent. Such a proposition from that 
source would be regarded by the silver 
men as a sign of weakness. They would 
say: ‘‘ You offer to buy fifty or sixty 
niillions more of our silver for subsidiary 
coinage, if we will release you from the 
contract to buy $24,000,000 a year indefi- 
nitely. You would not do that if you felt 
strong enough to stop the coinage un- 
conditionally. We do not see why we 
should give up an unlimited market fora 
market limited to two years’ purchase, 
when the offer of the latter proves that 
you cannot deprive us of the former.” 
Moreover, the coinage would not be sus- 
pended on the merits of the case, as it 
ought to be. Possibly if, as Mr. Moors 
suggests, suspended it might not be re- 
newed, but the chances are quite as 
many that it would be. We can see 
some advantage in postponing dan- 
ger if we are sure of carrying the 
compromise by which it is to be post- 
poned. We cannot see any advantage in 
yielding on a matter of such vital im- 
portance when we have no assurance 
whatever that the concession will be of 
any avail, 

It is true that if we go on with the coin- 
age werun great risks of trouble in the 
near future. But if we encountered that 
trouble, we should at least learn its les- 
son, and learn it thoroughly, so that we 
should not have to go over the whole 
ground again. The school of experience 
is not a pleasant one, but we got valuable 
instruction from it in the matter of irre- 
deemable paper money. Perhaps we may 
be forced to seek a final settlement of the 
silver problem in the same hard way. If 
we do, we may be sure that we will abide 
for a time by what we learn. In the 
meanwhile it will be as well to await prop- 
ositions for compromise from those who 
stand in the way of the right solution, 
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THE SWAIM CASE, 


The absurd verdict of the military 
court before which Gen. Swaim was tried 
has served to direct attention to a decision 
of the Supreme Court which is said to 
have caused some uneasiness in the army. 
Gen. Swaim was Judge-Advocate-General 
of the army with the rank of Brigadier- 
General. The final verdict of the court 
was that he should be suspended from 
rank and duty for twelve years and be al- 
lowed to draw half pay during that time. 
He was then 58 years old. Before the ex- 
piration of the twelve years he will, if liv- 
ing, be placed on the retired list under the 
operation of law, so that the sentence was 
equivalent to the award of a pension. He 
is to do no more work for the Govern- 
ment, but will draw $2,750 a year for 
twelve years, and then, as a retired offi- 
cer, will draw $4,125 annually for the re- 
mainder of his life. 

This was not a severe sentence, so far as 
the defendant was concerned. It is the

pay of his lower rank? Itis plain that 
the office formeriy held by Gen, Swaim 
should be filled. Secretary ENpDICOTT rec- 
ommends that it be filled by appointment 
or that the problem be solved by legisla- 
tion. 

Certain persons hold that the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the case of Chaplain 
BLAKE opens the way for a settlement of 
the question. In that decision the court 
says that the President can displace an 
officer of the army by sending the nomi- 
nation of a successor to the Senate, if the 
Senate shall confirm the nomination. The 
officer so displaced is out of the army. If 
the President should nominate a Judge- 
Advocate-General, and the nomina- 
tion should be confirmed, a question 
would arise about the condition 
of Gen. Swaim. Would that  ac- 
tion put him out of the army 
and prevent the execution of the military 
court’s sentence? The difficulties sur- 
rounding the case can best be removed by 
legislation. Probably the President does 
not desire to take advantage of the Blake 
decision, but would prefer legislation. 

Still, the decision in the Blake case 
should not be forgotten. The time may 
come when the President will desire to 
exercise the power confirmed by it. 
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THE BARD OF THE NATION. 

Mrs. SARAH A. KELLEY, of Honesdale, 
Penn., cherishes a large and laudable am- 
bition. She wishes to be the Bard of the 
Nation, Her petition to Congress sets 
forth that ber claims to this uncreated 
office are that she has contributed to the 
perpetuation of the Union, directly or in- 
directly, a husband, a father, two broth- 
ers, and a brother-in-law, and that she 
has a family to support. 

These are claims of a kind familiar to 
editors in connection with submitted 
specimens of verse and prose. They are 
generally.urged as reasons why literature 
otherwise unmarketable should be accept- 
ed and paid for. Mrs. KeLLey does not 
submit to Congress any specimens of her 
work. She merely mentions that she pos- 
sesses literary attainments of no common 
order, and that she would like to be the 
Bard of the Nation, with a salary suffi- 
cient to enable her to live in the respect- 
ability a lady ought to live in. 

These,; we repeat, are laudable am- 
bitions, but we see no reason to expect 
that they will be gratified. In the first 
place, there is no such office as that to 
which she aspires. When it comes to be 
created a due regard for economy will 
probably prevent the annexation to it of 
a salary. The Bardship of the Nation 
will be a feed office, or, as it is technically 
put, the Bard will be ‘‘on space.” The 
laureate of England, it is well known, has 
enjoyed, from the time of Ben Jonson, 
a butt of sherry. But this sherry is not 
convertible into coin at the will of the 
holder. Usage prescribes that it must be 
drunk on the laureate’s premises, and de- 
voted to qualify him for the production 
of convivial and Anacreontic verse. It is 
impossible for a bard to live likea lady 
with no other provision than a butt of 
sherry which she must consume and cannot 
sell. Lord TENNYSON may receive tips when 
he writes up the births, marriages, and 
deaths in the royal family. Some of 
the official poems are difficult to ac- 
count for on any other hypothesis. 
Queen VicTorIA has kindly supplied her 
laureate with so many subjects for verse 
that the ordinary casualties of life will 
keep him in topics. But the Bard of the 
Nation would be less favored. The term 
of a bachelor President, for example, 
would be sterile of incidents suitable 
to the domestic muse. If she were 
required to celebrate in verse all 
the events in the families of the members 
of the Cabinet, the verse to be paid for 
according to a fixed schedule by each de- 
partment out of funds not otherwise ap- 
propriated, she might be decently compen- 
sated. But evenin this case she would 
have to take her chance of the domestic 
eventfulness of the Cabinet, instead of 
being able tocount upon a salary, whether 
there were any official events to commem- 
orate in verse or not. 

Moreover, even after Congress estab- 
lished the office, itis by no means certain 
that it would be awarded to Mrs, KELLEY 
on the score of her vicarious services to 
the Union and of her superior literary 
attainments, Senator SHERMAN pre- 
sented her petition, but when it came to 
an actual appointment the courtesy of the 
Senate would prevent him from pushing 
the claims of a Pennsylvanian widow 
who was not even backed by the Senators 
from her own State, and he would doubt- 
less discover some deserving Ohio widow 
who would absorb all his influence. 
Every Senator, in fact, would have a can- 
didate. Senator LoGan would probably 
have two. From our own State the bard 
SQUIRE would conceive himself to have a 
“pull,” and BLoopGoop H. CurtEr is not 
without influence in Long Island. It is 
to be feared that the proposition to ap- 
point Mrs, KELLEY would be so “ antag- 
onized” on behalf of poets whose relations 
were living and capable of doing effective 
work for members of Congress that she 
would be lost sight of at an early stage 
of the canvass, 

Thus does it fare with modest merit in 
the strife of politics. There might be hope 
for Mrs. KELLEY if the bardship were 
brought under the civil service rules, She 
apparently expects to receive the office 
after a mere pass examination, or none, 
with a preference in favor of none, But 
the pressure upon the Administration, in 
case every poet who passed a minimum 
grading were put on the eligible list 
for the bardship, is so awful to contem- 
plate that it is the dictate of common 
humanity which requires the examina- 
tion for bardship to be competitive. In 
judiciously influencing the selection of 
the examiners would be the only hope of 
the aspiring Mrs. KELLEY.

Theviolent eruption of operatic portraits 
which broke out yesterday upon the surface of 
the Su seems to have passed beyond the con- 
trol of the physicians in charge at a very early 
stage of its progress. In these days of its de- 
cline and fall-off, the promiscuous defacement 
of its pages by rough-hewn pictures may be an 
agreeable relief to tne readers of the Sun, but in 
such matters,as we learn by reference to the Sun’s 
more careful and much more prosperous con- 
temporary, the World, there isa certain orderly 
succession, a certain fixed and fit relation of the 
pictorial effigies to each other and to the subject 
matter they illustrate which should guide the 
hand that groups them. In the case ot the Sun’s 
portraits of the members of the American Opera 
Company, however, the wild hazard of the 
shovel and the inscrutable contingencies of the 
pitchfork seem to have been in full control. 
Several of the portraits are of persons in no way 
connected with the American Opera Company; 
others ars put forth over the names of per- 
sons to whom they have not the remotest 
resemblance; and the Master of Costumes up- 
pears as the Stage Director, and vice versa. On 
the day previous the Sun published the por- 
traits of six murderers now in the Tombs await- 
ing the services of the hangman. The pictures 
were not beautiful, but we have not heard of 
any impeachment of their accuracy, either of 
delineation or of arrangement. The Sun should 
stick to the murderers. It is more at home 
among the criminal classes, and its readers take 
a far deeper interest in their fortunes than in 
the American opera. 


THE NORTH AMERICAN FOR JAN- 
UARY. 





It is gratifying to receive still another 
magazine during the month in which it is dated. 
The North american is now to be added to a list 
which includes, among others, the Century and 
Lippincott. A further gratifying thing about 
this number of the North American isthe high 
character of its contents. They afford first rate 
reading. Obviously there has been new activity 
in the conduct of the magazine during recent 
months, and, on the whole, the magazine has 
been the gainer. “ Landlordism in America,” 
by Thomas P. Gill, one of the newly elected 
members of the British Parliament and a Home 
Ruler for South Louth,deserves andwill command 
much attention. The article is really a report 
of Mr. Gill’s investigation of landlordism in the 
Western States, which was undertaken by him 
at the instance of Mr. Rice. Mr. Gill regards 
landlordism as a very, very serious question in 
this country. He knows not what is more sur- 
prising—the extent of the system now estab- 
lished here or the ignorance that. prevails 


about it. We have, he shows, the largest tenant 
farming class now possessed by any nation. 
Every other so-called owner one meets East or 
West is struggling to ay the interest 
on his .mortgage, and seldom seems hope- 
ful of lessening the _ principal. The grip 
of the money lender is fast upon 
him. Moreover, landlordism in many of the 
States is fast taking on many of the features 
that distinguish it in the Old Worid. Springfield, 
in J)linois, contains “00 persons who live upon 
their rent rolls. Some of them began life as 
working farmers, and now have children “ pick- 
ing up the airs of the great world in Paris and 
London.” Mr. Gill got track of one landlord in 
the West who was formeriy an Irish landlord, 
and who now derives from 40,000 acres in I)li- 
nois a yearly rental of over $100,0/0. He vis- 
its this country only oncein four years. His 
tenants take the farms, agreeing to pay 
the taxes and assessments. Mr. Gill hopes this 
evil will be checked before it is left for some 
Tiberius Graechus, “in noble desperation, to 
shake the pongo to its foundations and fail of 
his object after all.” The present Irish situa- 
tion is discussed by Mr. John Boyle O'Reilly, 
whose hopes are not buoyant. Mr. Parnell has 
merely reached the controversial stage of the 
issue. He has passed the agitation stage, 
but the iegislative stage, in Mr. O’Reilly’s 
opinion, wi not be reached before 1889, 
A further oetriking political paper is 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie’s on ** Democracy in Eng- 
land.” Mr. Carnegie writes ot the future of 
England as affected by universal suffrage and 
other recent reforms. The some thousands of 
readers Mr. Astors’s novel has already had will be 
interested in his careful paper on Lucretia 
Borgia. Arthur Richmond’s “ Letters to Promi- 
neat Persons,” of which the first (to Secretary 
Bayard) is here printed, are evidently mod- 
eled after the series printed some years 
ago in the London World, but they 
hardly promise to be as successful. Tho editor 
prints a short letter trom Gen. Sherman on Gen. 
Grant. It was written during General Grant’s 
illness. “I think I know some things,” he says,

JOHN RUSKIN ON THE IRISH QUESTION. 
Cable Dispatch to the Evening Post of } esterday. 

LONDON, Jan. 5.—Mr. Ruskin writes to 
the Pall Mall Gazette on the Irish question the 
following characteristic letter: 

“ Would it not be well to take some account 
of the following uneradicable virtues of the 
Irish race in our schemes for their management: 


First, they are an artistic people, and can design 
beautiful things and execute them with inde- 
fatigable industry. Secondly, they are a witty 
people, and can by no means be governed by 
witless ones. Thirdly, they are an affectionate 
people, and can by no means be governed on 
scientific principles by heartless persons. Per- 
mit me to observe further that,as Soott is autho- 
rity for Scotch character, Maria Edgeworth is 
authority for Irish, and that her three stories of 
* Ormond,’ ‘ Ennui,’ and * The Absentee’ contain 
more essential truths about Ireland than can be 
learned from any other sources whatsoever.” 





THE ANTI-CHINESE AGITATION. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 6.—The City 
Council last night passed to print an order intro- 
duced by Supervisor Farwell, author of the 
work, “Chinese at Home and Abroad,” making 
it a misdemeanor, with a heavy penalty attached, 
to continue holding “sand lot’? meetings, which 
have done so much to create false impressions 


in the East by making it appear that the only 
persons in this city who are opposed to 
the Chinese are the “sand lotters.”

A STRIKE ORDERED IN SYRACUSE BY THI 
INTERNATIONAL UNION, 

Syracuse, N. Y., Jan. 5.—This city hat 
been free from labor troubles for a long tima 
but now a strike has been inaugurated by th¢ 
employes in the cigar manufactories which 
doubtless will involve a thousand menand 4 
large number of women. Through tke local or. 
ganization the International Union has virtual. 
ly ordered the strike. To-day the employes in 
J. P. Hiers’s manufactory, numbering 150, went 
out. The trouble has been brought about by 
the determination of the union to refuse union 
labels to all manufacturers employing a mixed 
force of: union and non-union workmen. The 
manufacturers, & majority cf whom employ 
mixed labor, were notified of tnis intention yes- 
terday. Mr. Hiers was the first to say that he 
would not yiela.- Seubert & Warner, who em- 
ploy 800 workmen, say to-day that they wiil not 
make any change in the working force in their 
factory, the largest in the city. lf they adhere 
to this determination their union meg will be 
ordered out to-morrow. At least half a dozen 
other large manufacturers say they will not ac- 
cede to the demand of the union, and in that case 
a general strike will be ordered. 

homas F. Fleming, President of the local 
union, says that the Jnternational Union has 
refused admission until recently of bunch- 
makers, who are mostly girls, but now all en- 
gaged in the trade are admitted. The union in- 
sists that no manufacturer aball be allowed the 
uniop label who employs bunchmakers unless 
they are paid union prices.

SENATOR PAYNE'S INFLUENCE. 

CLEVELAND, Jan. 5.—The discontent felt 
among Ohio Democrats over the local appoint- 
ments brought about by the influence of Sena- 
tor H. B. Payne has been greatly magnified by 
men whose personal disappoiutments tave made 
them soreand unjust. Mr. Payne bas had a dif- 
ficult task, and has probably filled it with as 
little resultant discontent as would have heen 
possible toany one. There are a great many Con- 
pa districts in Ohio sess by Repub- 
ican Congressmen, and all of these, even to the 
minor Post Offices, have fallen to Mr. Payne. 
He has ask6d no appointment until after 
looking fully into all the circumstances. 
He has gone on the principle that men 
who are worthy, and they alone, should be 
chosen, and in nearly every case the defeated 
candidates have accepted the situation grace- 
fully, and acquiesced in the wisdom of his 
choice. He has punished no one, but when all 
things were otherwise equal, he has aided one 
who has been his political friend rather than one 
who hasnot. The episode at Canton, where he 
was hanged in efiigy. was a small and spiteful 
trick, that no one is willing to father, which al) 
condemn, and of which even the perpetrators 
are ashamed.

MISS MATHER AS LEAH. 

Miss Mather’s first performance of Leah, 
given at the Union-Square Theatre last even- 
ing, resulted in a personal triumph much 
more definite than that which accompanied 
her first appearance, in the same _ house, 
as Juliet. Tne representation of Mosen- 
thal’s sombre drama was followed with 
the keenest attention by an assemblage 
which completely filled the house. The heroine 
of the evening was summoned to the footlights 
pgain and again after each of the six acts, and 
her exertions were rewarded with tumultuous 
applause. The demonstration was unques- 
tionably sincere; there were no _ indica- 
tions of the presence of a claque, and no 
fioral trophies were ostentatiously paraded down 
the aisles. Miss Mather’s acting was so full of 
fire and intensity that there was no need to look 
further for the cause of the cheers; indeed, 
if she had not been seen in New-York before 
last night the strength and passion exhibited in 
her portrayal of the forsaken Jewess would have 
been sufficient to place her at oncein the favor 
of the public. As it was, the remembrance of her 
Juliet helped to sway the feelings of those who 
had already become her friends, although, as we 
have intimated, her new impersonation places her 
B step inadvance ofthe position gained by her 
work in Shakespeare's play. That isto say. Miss 
Mather’s Leah is a more symmetrical perform- 
ance than her Juliet, its strength is more 
evenly sustained, and in one passage in 
it she reaches a height which she scarce- 
ly attained to previously. Tne curse scene 
in “Leah” is turgid and melodramatic; 
it would not powerfully impress the reader; it 
is vastly inferior, of course, to Juliet'’s delirium 
in the potion scene; but not even in the potion 
scene or the scene with Friar Lawrence preced- 
ing it did Miss Mather as Juliet move her 
pudience so profoundly as she did in deliver- 
jng Leah’s malediction last night. Her some- 
what deliberate utterance only served to 
Increase the solemnity and dreadful significance 
of the text, (which in the English version used 
borders dangerously upon hyperboie,) and 
both in action and facial expression she 
presented a striking picture. The play 
of her features throughout the _ entire 
scene in front of the church was _ re- 
markably effective. triumph of 
the actress was not confined to onescene. At 
her very first entrance, just before the close of 
Act L, her picturesque appearance, the sad, yet 
handsome, face, the grace of her motions, and 
the music of her voice made an impression which 
jasted till the end. In the meeting with Ru- 
folph at the trysting place the feeling and 

athos with which she invested the words of 

he text attoned in a measure for her over 
monotonous manner and the too frequent 
Interjection of hysterical sobs by way of 
emphasis. She held the sympathy and 
maintained the illusion in spite of her 
most pronounced faults of style. The 
scene of parting was equally affecting, while 
the death scene was naturaland powerful. Miss 
Mather has not yet reached the summit of 
the actor’s art, and perhaps she never will reach 
it; but her latest performance proves that she 
possesses natural talent of {no ordinary kind 
that her training,so far as it has gone, has 
developed much of her talent, and that her faults 
are chiefly those which may be eradicated by 
patient ana diligent study. The manner in which 
* Leah” has been produced at the Union-Square 
refiects credit upon the present management of 
that house. The scenery is handsome and the 
play had received careful rehearsal. In the 
supporting cast, Mr. H. A. Weaver, a capital 
actor, made a notable hit as the old magistrate. 
There was both strength and feeling in his act- 
jng, and it was true to nature. Mr. Frank Tanna- 
hill was Nathan, Mr. Cleary the priest, Mr.

MME. MODJESKA AS MARY STUART 


In grace and beauty Mme. Modjeska’s 
embodiment of Mary Stuart surpasses that of 
any actress who has been seen in Shiller’s noble 
drama in this city of late years. The character 
has had several representatives whose dramatic 
powers have elevated them among their con- 


temporaries. The Mary Stuart of Janauschek is 
to-day a performance of wonderful force and 
symmetry. Ristori, only a year ago, exhibited

{n this character to better advantage than 


{n any other réle, In her prime her portrayal of 
the Scottish Queen was a noble and memorable 
piece of acting. But while Mme. Modjeska’s 
performance of Mary Stuart lacks some of the

POPULAR CONCERTS. 

The tenth of the current series of Thomas 
Popular Concerts wasgiven at the Academy of 
Music yesterday evening. The novelty of the 
programme was a suite for stringed orchestra 
by Grieg. recorded as opus 40, and connected as 
to signiftesrce, in the opinion of some of the 
compose.*3s commentators, with the spirit of 
Ludwig Holberg’s period. Holberg, we are 
gravely informed, was the Danish Moliére, and 
as much of the good music of the age 
in which he lived took the sbape of 
suites, it is considered as natural that 
Grieg should ally his imitation of the 
old-time form with memories of the playwright. 
A first hearing of the composition does not in- 
spire one with a high opinion of its worth, 
and of its five movements—it includes 
a prelude, a ‘*Sarabande,” a gavotte-musette, 
an air, and a rigaudon. Only the last two—the 
air, through its placid beauty and _ the 
rigaudon through its quaint tonal ef- 
fects—called forth ca A tokens of ad- 
miration. It was uite otherwise with 
the familiar ‘‘Siegfried’s Khine Journey” and 
with Liszt’s “Rhapsodie Hongroise,” No. 2 
Both were played with marvelous brilliancy, 
and a portion of each number was re- 
peated in deference to long-continued ap- 
plause. Brahms’s ** Academic Overture,” two 
movements from Raf?f’s **Im Waide”’ symphony, 
and some excerpts from “ Sylvia’ also delighted 
the audience.

MURDER IN THE SECOND DEGREE.

VERDICT OF THE JURY IN THE SWAN 
MURDER TRIAL AT SALEM, MASS, 
Boston, Jan. 5.—The court room at}Salem 
was crowded to-day by people who were eager to 
listen to the argument of Gen. Butler? counsel 


for the accused, Henry K. Goodwin, in the Swan 
murder trial. The General, in beginning his ad- 
dress, placed particular stress on the tendency to 
insanity which had been shown to exist in the 
family of the prisoner. ‘**The beginning of the 
trouble between Goodwin and Swan,” counsel 
said, ‘ was this: The prisoner had got a delusion 


on his mind that some one had offered him 
$40,000 for his patent, an offer which he 
never had had. He had doubted Swan, because 
other men bad lied. We have seen some of these 
men on the stand. Bell could not tell the 
truth right off. Denman said he had never 


seen anything peculiar about him, but I at last 
made him own that he had threatened to shoot 
Waitle, and for two hours he tried to argue him 
out of it. ere was never a word said against 
Goodwin in the presence of Knox or any one, 
and early in 1885 Swan got him the placeto fix 
uD the office in Cleveland. Denman swore until 
after his return he, with Swan’s knowledge, was 
writing him letters of introduction. Although 


they must have beer written day after day, 
there 1s no letter to be found after July 27, 1884, 
although friendly relations continued until 
March, 1885. Could you ask any more of a man 
than Swan did for this man? Goodwin never 
shot Swan because there was trouble between 
them. Heshot him because he believed bim a 
burglar—a robber who had deprived him of his 
means of support. The test was not if there 
was trouble between them, but whether 


there was such trouble as was in the prisoner's 
mind at the time of the shooting. He has 
steadily held thts delusion that no one can argue 
him outof,and under its influence he dia this 
terrible deed for which he is not responsible, for 
the homicidal mania broke out on him. He had 
never done any one harm. He was aman of 


robity and conscience, and every now and then 


e broke out with homicidal mania as bis tather 
aid before him. It was all a delusion, and on 
that he put his life when he fired this shot.” 
Gen. Butler next considered the testimony of 
the experts, attributing great weight to the 
opinions of Dr. Hamulton, of New-York, who 
holds to the delusion theory in the case of the 
prisoner. He bitterly attacked the physicians 
who were called by the Attorney-General, and 
closed in a vivid appeal to the humanity of the 
jury. He spoke for five full hours. 

The Attorney-General. in answer, dwelt on the 
atrocity of the crime and declared that the plea 
of insanity was not thought of until three weeks 
after the killing. Continuing, he said: * What 
isdone then? ‘The great criminal lawyer is em- 
ployed—he who is supposed to be able to moid 
a jury as he will and make it believe that white 
is black and black is white. Then the theory of 


insanity is pressed upon you and the devices of 
a great criminal lawyer are brought into play.” 
The Attorney-General urged that a man may be 

artially ipsane and yet ‘be responsible, and be 
ns ced Guiteau and Pomeroy, the youthful 
butcher of children. “* Why,” he said; ** they 
call Sylvester Goodwin to testify, and emphasize 
the fact that the prisoner’s father was a peculiar 
person. Every one is that. There is not a more 
peculiar man in this country than Gen. Butler.” 
The Attorney-General said the Government ad- 
mitted that Swan had not wronged his murderer, 
but denied that the prisoner acted on an insane 
delusion. An opportunity was then given to the 
prisoner to speak in his own behalf. but he had 
nothing to say. Judge Alien delivered hés 
charge, and at 6:20 P. M. the case was given to 
the jury. 

At 12:15 the jury returned and announced that 
it found the prisoner guilty of murder in the 
second degree. The prisoner received the news 
calmly. is counse! took exceptions, which will 
be passed upon by the full bench.

A LIVELY TUSSLE IN THE CHICAGO BOARD 
OF TRADE. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—In the course of the 
exciting election of officers of the Board of 
Trade, which began yesterday, Robert Lind- 
blom, one of the candidates for the Vice-Presi- 
dency, saw fit to issue a circular reflecting severe- 
ly on the way in which Director John Bryant, 
another candidate for the same office, was nomi- 
nated. Among the expressions used in the cir- 
cular were “sneak thief” and “ false pretenses.” 
The circular was withdrawn, but a good deal of 
bitter feeling was created. This morning just 


before the opening of the board a knot of 
members who were standing around the table 
where the voting was about to begin heard a 
few heated words, and immediately after saw 
Director Bryant plant a — stingin left- 
bander right on Lindblom'’s chee bone 
close under the right eye. The men then 
clinched, but friends of both parties rushed 
in, and they were speedily separated. Mr. - 
ant at once left the hall, and it was tnen dis- 
covered that a discolored lump, as large asa 
walnut, stood out from thecrestof Mr. Lind- 
blom’s cheekbone. The outer part of the un- 
der eyelid was slightly discolored, but the eye 
and the upper eyelid were uninjured. Mr. Lind- 
blom had Mm protected by his spectacles, and 
Mr. Bryant, in the heat of the moment, had not 
considered that Mr. Lindblom's right eye is an 
artificial one of the most illusive design. 

Bryant said later that he was so worked up 
over Lindbiom’s circular that he could not 
help but strike his opponent when he 
met him. Lindblom said he had his hands 
in his pocket when the attack was made, 
and had no chance to protect bimeelf. 
He had only used the word ‘sneak poems 4 
in a metaphorical sense, but if Bryant thought 
the coat fitted him he was gyite right to put it 
on. When the Directors of the board met Lind- 
blom wassummoned to answer the charge of 
issuing an Objectionable circular, and Bryant 
was suspen for 30 days.

THE SECOND SILVER SCARE. 


To the Edttor of the New-York Times: 

Since the opening of Congress we have 
already seen two silver “scares” in New-York. 
The first was the day after Senator Beck made his 
fiery and famous silver speech in the Senate, on 
the 2lst of December. Exchange was all at onco 
run up on the 22d toa point which would admit 
of gold being shipped. Extravagant assertions 
were set afloat that engagements for $2,000,000 
gold by the following Saturday's steamer had 
been made, and offers of $5,000 bonus for calling 
$500,000 gold at 102 during the year 1886 were 


cleverly hawked about the Street. Of course, it 
was, as it proved, only an impudent imposition to 
break the stock market, and its success was of 
less than 24 hours’ duration. A certain tranquil- 
lity then set in. But the Street was again-startled 
br aphae A with another gold shipping scare and 
igh exchange. The real cause need hardly be 
seriously taken into consideration. Itis but too 
well known that Europe, but above all the 
Bank of England, is determined to strengthen 
its money, or rather gold, position. This is the 
reason for the bank rate being raised to 4 per 
cent.and kept there for the present. Again, 
there is at present somewhat of a scarcity of 
bills on this side the Atlantic on account of 
smaller shipment of cereals and the lower price 
of cotton. During the single month of Novem- 
ber there was a falling off in amountof twoar- 
ticles alone, that is, cotton and breadstuffs, as 
compared with November, 1884, as follows:

or $10,961,472 leas than last year in November. 
Now, suppose $11,000,000 in bills were thrown 
on the market in excess of the bills now offering 
forsale. We would find exchange go down 2 or 
8cents. But this state of things is only tempo- 
rary. There are plenty of breadstuffs, cotton, 
provisions, &c., to go forward, which, although 
they may not bring very remunerative prices, 
will, nevertheless, be pressed for shipment. And 
the very nature of the fact that these shipments 
will be unduly pressed must supply the mercan- 
tile needs with all and more remittances than 
are needed. Nevertheless, the pretext is made 
that the scarcity of exchange and the eager de- 
sire of people anxious to remit is all owing to 
the uncertainty of the silver problem. If this 
“scare” is in any way fostered by our eminent 
bankers, whose great desire is to see the silver 
coinage discontinued, they are most assuredly 
pursuing a very unwise policy. The temper of 
the House or the Senate is just now not favor- 
ably disposed to heed any such expediencies. In 
fact, the silver men may be, and no doubt are, 
in opposing the temporary stoppage of the silver 
dollar, upholding a somewha dangerous 
financial policy. Yet it would be simple 
not to admit that they are as deter- 
mined in their belief and views as were 
the Puritans that landed on Plymouth Rock. 
And the idea of bringing such men over to the 
stoppage of the Bland doliar without some com- 
promise by arguments and, as some sBtyle it, edu- 
cation, isoniy so much twaddle. But the difficulty 
is, what possible compromise can there be that 
may not make that very compromise more dan- 
gerous than the original evil? There 1s the 
arner bill. There is the heavier dollar dodge, 
and there are even free silver coinage proposals. 
In fact, there ‘sa bewilderment of suggestions 
that have even less merit than the Bland dollar. 
In June last I wrote on the silver question in 
your influential journal. I then simply showed 
that this country had less subsidiary coin tothe 
population than even England, As for France, 
and, in fact, the Latin Union, there is almost a 


plethora of silver subsidiary coin per capita if 
compared with the population of the nited 
States. Now, Mr. Manning, who bas made such 
a long and strong argument in favor of stopping 
the silver coinage. says in his report: 

“Silver in fractionai coins is the most convenient 
desirable metal for use in the payment of petty sums. 
These are the bulk of human transactions where 
money passes. It bas no rival, Who does not deem it 
indispensable? Silver cannot profitably be discarded 
from large use by any civilized nation in the world, 
even where, asin Great Britain and the Scand!navian 
countries, it is used only for fractional coins. made 
legal tender for sma!! sums, and gold alone is cut into 
coins ot unlimited legal tender.’’ 

Very well, after this lucid and truthful state- 
ment, why oot cut the Gordian knot by chang- 
ing the present silver dollar coinage into frac- 


tional currency? There are at present $70,000,- 
000 subsidiary coins in circulation. But that is 
only a_ statistical calculation. must 
obvious, that subtracting from this amount ail 
the subsidiary silver coins lost, destroyed, and 
hoarded, there oertainly cannot be more than 
$60.000,000 in circulation, and perhaps even 

is to say, we have about $1 
subsidiary coin per capita, Now, that 1s 
perfectly inadequate. The best authorities 
even at the Treasury are of opinion that 
this country could absorb at least $120,000,000 
subsidiary silver coinage or say $2 per capita 
and that such a change in the silver coinage of 
the country would prove a great biessing to the 
community. Now come the conditions under 
which such an arrangement can be made prac- 
ticable. Of course the first objection that the 
hidebound gold men would make is that we 
could not force this amount of subsidiary coins 
into circulation. But it would easily be 
forced into. circulation retire all 
notes of circula- 
tion and ge higher 
denominations. Again, we should make subsi- 
diary coins a legal tender up to $20. And it will 
then remain to be seen whether the currency of 
the country will be disturbed. It should also be 
understood that the subsidiary coins should be 
heavier in weight, and more commensurate with 
the present intrinsic value of silver than they 
now are. Such a policy would not only insure a 
more valuable subsidiary coin, but it would take 
a great deal more silver in the aggregate to 
strike off $24,000,000 subsidiary coin in a year. 
But the greatest boon would be found in etop- 
ping the coinage of the present dollar, Because if 
that coinage is stopped there would be only 
220,000,000 of these dollars in the country. As 
they would pass in conjunction with the $550,- 
000,000 coined gold, and the circulating green- 
backs and bank notes, as perfectly equal, there 
would be no trouble, or indeed a dread, of these 
silver dollars driving out the gold from the 
country, and there is no reason under such cir- 
cumstances why these dollars, once limited, 
or their representatives, the silver certificates, 
should not be for all purposes in the Custom 
Houses or in buying exchange as good as gold 
dollars. 

Thus, then, if this policy is adopted this vexed 
silver policy would be postponed, as far as this 
country is concerned, for about two and half to 
three years. And who knows what might 
happen until then? The silver men surely 
couldn’t object toan increase of ailver subsidiary 
coins, provided as much silver is used annually 
in minting these coins as now is in minting silver 
dollars. They would only stultify their own ar- 
guments if they were to object. As to the gold 
men, surely it must be obvious to them 
that if the silver dollar coinage is stopped 
that then the chief danger of driving gold to a 
premium is at once removed. And in conciu- 
sion I will again revert to only one subject, 
namely, that the subsidiary coin in this country 
is, not to use too strong language, shamefu'ly 
inadequate. This isthe greatest traveling peo- 

le in the world. Subsidiary coin, the half dol- 
ar and the quarter dollar, is not only con- 
verient but necessary. All over the country 
this want is felt. And it is  ridicu- 
lous to suppose that §2 subsidiary ooin 

er capita would be too much, And further 

orcing these coins into circulation, all that I 
can say is: As Mr. Jordan has cleverly forced 
$10,000,000 silver cartwheels into oircuiation by 
simply withholding the small notes, there cer- 
tainly will not be any trouble in torcing sub- 
sidiary coins into circulation when the small 
notes up to $5, inclusive, are witharawn. Any- 
how the Treasury will not be very ap sseeasive 
on his account.

Dear Srr: The correspondence between 

Messrs. Greene and Batterson, published yester- 

day and to-day, and the important interests to 


and to the other Directors of the Connecticut 
Mutual. I am advised by those who think they 
know, that I miscalculate your power in the 
premises, that Mr. Greene holds the proxies, 
and instead of being your servant is really the 
opposite; but I will take the chances of error in 
that statement and say what I think 1 ought, at 
aventu , 

1 have criticised the Connecticut Mutual, and 
shall continue to criticise it, because the facts of 
its recent history furnish evidence which is con- 
clusive to my mind of the incompetency of its 
management and the falseness of its public 
statements. I will confine myself to those two 
points in this communication. 

Of my own personal knowledge I state that 
you are carrying in your real estate schedule 
properties to which you have no title—not one 
or two, but multiplied examples{where defective 
title at the outset, misdescription, or other cloud 
has uJtimated in making that schedule false in 
numerous and important particulars. 

To a much greater extent is it false in the ab- 
surd over-valuations which it contains. Under 
the cover of “Cost Value” properties are en- 
tered at the aggregated amounts of thejoriginal 
loan, plus defaulted interest and cost of fore- 
closure, which are not now and never were 
worth a respectable fraction of the sums they 
represent. Several of these present the appear- 
ance of barefaced swindles upon the company, 
never having produced a single puyment of in- 
terest; parties having apparently unloaded un- 
desirable property on you and pocketed your 
money! lf you choose to visit me at my office, 
bringing a copy of your schedule of real estate, 
I will point out chapter, verse, and line. I be- 
lieve that schedule is a lie to the extent of 
at least $2,000,000, and I believe I have the facts 
in my possession which will be conclusive in 
that direction tu any person who will carefully 
examine them. I shall publish them in due 
time. Further detail is unnecessary here, but 
ample details are available to you if you choose 
to acquire them. 

In regard to the inefficiency of the present 
management, one needs only to examine the sta- 
tistical history of the company as recorded in 
the annual reports to ascertain that. It is not 
very many years since the Connecticut Mutual 
stood at the head not only of American compa- 
nies but of the companies of the world. It was 
doing a larger business and enjoying a larger 
premium income and a wider popularity than 
the Mutual Life of New-York, and was a great 
company before the Equitable was born. and 
the way was clear forit to maintain .that su- 
premacy and retain to Hartford a lead in life in- 
surance even more notable than has been main- 
tained there in fire. Instead of that, more than 
$30,000,000 of risks have run off your books in 
excess of what has gone on since Mr. Greene 
became Secretary, and four years after that 
date a decadence began which has continued 
ever since and throughout his entire Presidency 
without a break, and the very year he became 
Secretary your premium receipts began to fall 
off, and from that day to this there has never 
been a year in which they equaled the premiums 
of the year preceding, and they were, at the date 
ot the last published report, $3,134,362 less than 
they were fourteen years before, in 1870, when 


he became Assistant Secretary. These are mere- 
ly a couple of broad underlying facts.. I need 
not go into details, of which there are many, all 
discreditable to the company and condemnatory 
of the management. In my opinion Mr. Greene 
has been a blight upon the company from the 


day he entered its doors. I regard him as a mis- 
chievous crank who wields a nimble pen and is 
impelled by an imperial vanity to the commis- 
sion of acts injurious to the company which 
employs him, and controlled by an equally 
imperial obliquity which involves him in the 


neglect of obvious duties, and my plain 


exhortation to you is to sit down on him— 
promptly and heavily! Heis at present threat- 
ening to precipitate a conflict which must in- 
evitably result injuriously to your company, 
and which can serve no other purpose than to 
afford him an opportunity to posture asa high 


moral reformer, while he imputes unclean mo- 


tives and unrighteous acts to his superiors in the 
business. I, therefore, as a policy holder of 
twenty-two years’ standing beg to call your at- 
tention to what seems to meto be your very 
plain and imminent duty. 


It is more than thirty years since my connec- 


tion with Hartford insurance companies began, 
and you are at liberty to show this letterto any 
of the older members of the profession in Hart- 
ford—as we are personally strangers—and ascer- 
tain their opinion as to my reliability, and 
whether I would be likely to utter such a letter 


as this without probable ample reasons for so 


doing. 

I take the liberty offfurther remarking that it 
may pay youto follow these mattersup. It is 
possible that I ama truerand more consistent 
friend of the company than some who stand in 


closer relations to it, and that I may ut the pres- 
ent juncture bein a position to do it a genuine

P.S.—I had not, atthe time of dictating the 
above, discovered Mr. Greene's second letter. 
He appears to have already “* precipitated !” 
Coutrary to my original design, I shali give this 
letter to the public, as I think his game of cut- 


tle fish has been played long enough, and people 


should know something of the true record of 
the charlatan who is humbugeging them, befog- 
ging the truths of life insurance, wasting the 
money that he is paid to protect. and bringing 
contempt upon an honorable and useful calling.

REV. ARTHUR O. BRICKMAN. 

The Rey. Arthur O. Brickman died at 
his residence in Baltimore at an early hour yes- 
terday morning, in his sixty-first year, of nem- 
orrhage and jaundice. He was born at Koenigs- 
burg, Prussia, and was a son of Dr. Arthur 
Brickman, who wag one of the most prominent 
German physicians of his time, anc, it is said, 
closely related to the royal family of Prussia. 
The Rev. Mr. Brickman studied in the Univer- 
sity of St. Petersburg, Russia, but graduated 
from the University of Leipsic and entered the 
Lutheran ministry. His connection with the 
troubles of 1848 in Prussia exiled him with the 
Hon. Carl Schurz, with whom he always main- 
tained an affectionate friendship. A few 
ears after his arrival in America he 
ecame imbued with the Swedenborgian 
doctrines, and entered that church as a min- 
ister. Since giving up the activé work of the 

inistry he had pursued literary labors and 
ecturing. He had published in Ba'timore for 30 
years a German yi nerip ont A called Der Bote 
Der Neuen Kirche, devoted to the interests of the 
Swedenborgian religion. He wrote a number of 
religious works, catechisms, and hymn books, 
and for one entitled “At the Graves of Our Chil- 
dren” he received an autograph letter from 
Queen Victoria thanking him foracopy. He 
served as Chaplain in the Federal Army in the 
late civil war. He wasa Mason and a member 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. A widow 
and eight children survive him.

JOSHUA B. LIPPINCOTT. 

Joshua B. Lippincott, the founder and 
head of the publishing house that bears his name, 
died yesterday morning at his home in Philadel- 
phia, after a long illness. His trouble was heart 
disease. The dead publisher began his successful 
career in an humble way. He was born about 
1814, and when 14 years old he entered a booxk- 
store in Philadelphia as clerk. Four years after- 
ward he was placed in charge of the concern by 
its creditors, and he met with such success in its 
management that in 1836 he embarked in business 
for himself. The Lippincott Publishing House 
at the outset made a specialty of Prayer Books 
and Bibles. In 1850 Mr. Lippineott purchased the 
entire stock of Grigg & Elliott, who were at that 
time the largest wholesale dealers in books and 
stationery in America. One of the first impor- 
tant publications issued by the new firm was 
**Lippincott’s Pronouncing Gazetteer of the 
World.” Mr. Lippincott was married early in 
life to Miss Josephine Craige, a Philadelphia lady, 
and three sons and one daughter were the issue 
of that union. The daughter is the wife of Mr. 
J. J. Goodwin, of this city. The dead publisher 
was at one time a Director of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad, and he was also a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the University of 
Pennsylvania.

Noble H. Hill, of the firm of Tompkins 
& Hill, proprietors of the Boston Theatre, died 
yesterday morning at his residence in Boston. 

Senar KE. Jameson, the well known 
writer on agricultural topics and formerly a

SWINDLING HIS CREDITORS AND ESCAPING 
TO TEXAS. 

CurcaGo, Jan. 5.—J. 8, Gratz, the Chi- 
cago jeweler, doing business under the name of 
J. 8. Gratz & Co., who sold out his business here 
on Dec, 31, leaving a number of creditors in 
New-York in the lurch, departed from this city 
for some point in Texas on Jan.1. As he sent 
his wife to Texas two months ago, it is supposed 
he had been planning the sale for some time. It 
was after his wife’s departure that he began to 
fillup his store with goods bought on credit. 
The claims of the New-York creditors aggregate 
at least $25,000, and those of Philadelphia 
creditors about $10,000. Gratz used to 
be in the employ of Hirsch Brothers, 

ewelers, New-York, as a traveling salesman. 
hen they quit the business he came to Chicago 
and opened an office. A few days before he dis- 
osed of his business to Shakeman & Lowenbach, 
irsch & Co., of this city, who had a claim of 
$1,500 Spaiet him, had_ their suspicions aroused, 
and insisted that their bill be paid. Gratz set- 
tled with them, and then sold his stock and book 
accounts to Sbhakeman & Lowenbach for $9,000. 
With part of this money he liquidated some bills 
againat him here, and then left town. An em- 
oye of Gratz says that for $9,000 Shakeman & 
owenbach received stock worth $20,000 and 
book accounts aggregating $12,000, the greater 
part of which are colléctible.

TRYING. WARNERAND: WORK 


—_.s--—— 
‘AN EXTRAORDINARY STATEMENT 
BY THEIR COUNSEL. 


\an INTIMATION THAT INDICTMENT HAD 


BEEN USED AS AN ATTEMPT TO EXTORT 
MONEY CAUSING A SCENE IN COURT, 

The case of Warner and Work, indicted 

for aiding and abetting Ferdinand Ward in de- 
frauding the Marine Bank and Gen. Grant, came 
up yesterday before Judge Benedict, in the 
criminal branch of the United States Circuit 
Court, for argument on the demurrer filed by 
the defendants. James O, Carter and Col. George 
Bliss appeared for Work and Warner, and United 
®tates District Attorney Dorsheimer, his assist- 
ant, Gen. Foster, and Elihu Root as special 
counsel for the United States. The criminal 
court room was occupied by Judge Coxe, and 
therefore Judge Benedict was forced to hear the 
arguments in his private room. 

The argument was opened by Mr. Carter, who 
laid down these propositions—that no indict- 
able offense is charged in the indictments; 
that if any indictable offense was commit- 
ted it was not committed by Ward, because 
the person who paid the checks was the one, who 
committed the offense, and that no person could 
be considered as committing the principal of- 
fense unless he was in such a position as to com- 
mit a breach of trust. The legal proposition set 
up by these indictments, he said, was that the 
mere drawing of a check upona national bank 
by a man who has no money there to his credit 
constituted a misapplication or abstraction of 
the funds of that bank, and was therefore pun- 


ishable, whereas the offense intended had as its 
‘principal feature the idea of a trust betrayed. 
‘The misapplication or abstraction of funds de- 
‘uounced by the act under which these indict- 
ments were framed wasa trust betrayed. The 
mere drawing of a check without funds to meet 
it was an idle and nugatory thing. Because 
‘Ward was a Director of the bank bis overdraw- 
ing his account in his individual capacity as a 
depositor did not render him Hable to criminal 
iprosecution under this act. It was an extraor- 
sdivary thing, Mr. Carter said, that the officers 
of the bank were omitted from observation in 
the indictment; “*but, of course,” he added, 
“there are reasons for it. The law provides 
means for collecting debts, but we all know that 
there isa way of forcing men to pay money by 
threatening them with indictment.” 

“By what authority,” said Mr. Dorsheimer, 
* do you make that statement ?” 

“ By no authority,” replied Mr. Carter quietly, 
* except the facts of the case.” 

* That,’ thundered Mr. Dorsheimer, *‘ is mere 
Scandal and rumor!” 

** 1 say it is true,” retorted Mr. Carter, warm- 
ing up. 

“I say it is not true,” exclaimed Mr. Dors- 
heimer, pounding the table vigorously with his 
fist. ‘* It is mere s¢andai and rumor!” 

*“One moment,” put in the Judge, as Mr. 

Dorsheimer vehe:wnently repeated his declaration 
and Mr. Carter at the same time hotly insisted 
that his charge was true. “ That,” addressing 
Mr. Carter, ** is an extraordinary statement.” 
., itis an extraordinary statement,” exclaimed 
Mr. Dorsheimer, his voice husky with excite- 
ment, “and I, repeat, it is mere scandal and 
rumor.” 

“ Extraordinary as it is,’ said Mr. Carter, “I 
must repeat it.”’ 

After Mr. Carter had concluded Col. Bliss said 
the presumption was that what was not charged 
jn an indictment was not intended. When 
“ Director, as an individual, drew a check 

e had na authority over the funds of 
the bank. The Supreme Court, in the Brit- 
ton case, had ruled that a failure to 
specifically charge what was intended in 
fe indictyaent constituted a tatal defect. These 

ndictme nts did not charge that Ward had any 
control over the funds of the bank and they 
were tt.erefore defective. Instead, they alleged 
that tl.e acts charged were done to defraud Gen. 
Grant. Except that Gen. Grant’s name was 
‘used to excite popular prejudice against the 
defendants, it might as well have been alieged 
that the acts were done to defraud Yum-Yum. 
It vras not the intention of the counsei for the 
\de“ense to seek to overthrow the indictments on 
mere technical grounds, but to argue the case 
om the broad basis of right. 

Mr. Root, in opening for the District Attor- 

1ey, regretted that one of the counsel on the 
Other side had gone out of his way to assign 
motives and suggest improper objects to 
the prosecution. That was not the argu- 
ment of innocent men. “It may be,’ he 
said, “that their only argument as to the 
facts as wellasthe law is to be the assumption 
of motives. But whatis the meaning of all this 
talk about overlooking the officers ot the bank ? 
Has the arm of the jaw been withdrawn from 
any one? Doesit appear that the President of 
this bank has escaped? Has the Director of this 
‘bank escaped from the penitentiary at Sing Sing 
;to which he was sentenced a few weeks ago ?” 
‘Mr. Root said that the indictment was drawn in 
accordance with the established forms; that the 
Statute under which it was drawn was aimed at 
just such cases as these under consideration; 
that a Director overdrawing his account and 
knowing that he was converting the money of 
the bank to his own use was criminally respon- 
sible, and reminded the court that Judge 
Blatchford so decided as to a bank Pres- 
ident. He also denied that the applica- 
tion of the statute was limited to cases 
‘4nvolving a breach of trust. Mr. Dorsheimer 
closed the argument by calling attention to the 
‘fact that according to judicial decisions it was 
Bufficient particularity to use the language of 
the statute in framing anindictment. He also 
indignantly repudiated the suggestion of the 
counsel for the defense that the object of the 
‘prosecution was to extort money from the ac- 
cused. The court gave the counsel for the de- 

endants seven days in which to file their briefs. 

hey wanted 10 days. 

The several lawyers engaged in the Holt-War- 
ner case assembled in Referee Hamilton Cole’s 
office yesterday afternoon, gazed at schedules of 
enormous receipts and expenditures, and tried 
bravely to find out what had become of the 
money which slipped so speedily through Ferdi- 

nd Ward's fingers. George E. Spencer, cash- 
er of the suspended firm of Grant & Ward, was 
“the only witness. He identified a number of bills 
for horses, carriages, sleighs, harness, and pict- 
bres purchased by Ferdinand Ward, and also the 
phecks drawn in payment for them. The testi- 
mony went to show that these articles, pur- 
rhase@a for Mr. Ward’s personal] use, were puid 
for with the firm’s funds. Sometimes he drew a 
firm check for them. At other times he de- 
(posited a firm check and then drew against it 
‘with his own check. Mr. Spencer also testified 
as to the amount of the va!uable and worthiess 
assets of the firm and its liabilities. The figures 
thave been heretofore published. Some of the 
Jiabilities, he said, were partiy secured, but as 
the securities were not now quoted in the mar- 
et they were practically worthless. 





CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 
« ©. Amory Stevens, of Woodburg, Long 
“Island, who isa Trustee of the Stevens estate, 
was yesterday arrested at his office at No. 58 
Broad-street, on complaint of George H. Rich- 
ardson, a fruit dealer, of No. 228 Greenwich- 
street, and who lives at the Barrett House, who 
charges him with conspiracy. Richardson said 
that on Dec. 8 last Stevens, Nellie Lyons, and 
‘Edward Tompkins, a private detective, entered 


gnto a conspiracy to get evidence against him 
by which the complainant's wife, who was 
Stevens's sister, could get an absolute divorce 
from nim. The testimony of Mr. Richardson, 
Which was corroborated by the woman and the 
detective, was to the effect that Mr. Stevens 
employed Tompkins and told him to tind 
2B woman who should obtain evidence 
fgainst the complainant. Tompkins found 
Nellie Lyons, to whom Mr. Stevens promised to 
pay $100 in case she should succeed. Whether 
she succeeded or not she was to have $25 for her 
services, and Mr. Stevens paid her $5 on account. 
Tompkins then, according to the complaint and 
the testimony of the witnesses, took Nellie to 

ir. Richardson's office on Dec. 12 and pointed 

im out to her. In the evening she followed 

ichardson up town ang tried to enter into con- 
versation with him but failed. Mr. Stevens in- 
dignantiy denied the charges and characterized 
the complainant as a villain. He declared that 
he bad never seen either Tompkins or Nellie 
‘Lyons before. ‘the court held him in $500 bail 
tor examination. Mr. Stevens furnished bail 
and left the court.

‘story wooden houses at the corner of Gerry- 
street and Throop-avenue, Brooklyn, fell witha 
loud crash late on Monday night. The floor 
beams were not injured by the fail. The 
trouble seemed to be with the layer of bricks on 
top of the celiar walls, which were hela to- 
gether by white sand only. There was not the 
slightest trace of mortar and no adhesive quali- 
ty in the stuff. The buildinys are owned by 
youn Krummenauer, who employed Joseph 
ummbhahbn as builder. He agreed to do the 
framework inthe six buiidings for $645. This 
price, according to the Framers’ Union, is ab- 
surdly low. Mr. Krummenauer declared yester- 
ay that the frame had either been sawed or the 
races taken away by some malicious person.

MAYOR WHITNEY INDIGNANT.

HE RESENTS AN INSULT AND BREWER 
SCHARMANN DROPS OUT OF FAVOR. 
_ Among the many delegations that visited 
Mayor Whitney, of Brooklyn. yesterday in the 
interest of some candidate for a political position 
was one composed of lager-beer brewers, who 
wished to see Peter P. Huberty occupy the 
chair of Excise Commissioner instead of John 
Schlieman. H.B. Scharmann, brewer and mem- 
ber of the Board of Education, introduced the 
gentlemen, among whom were Col. Burger, 
Otto Huber, W. G. Abbott, Ernest Ochs, Charles 
Frese, Ciaus Lipsius, and S. Liebmann. Col. 
Burger handed the Mayor a petition in favor of 
Mr. Huberty’s appointment, which the Mayor 
said he would read with attention. Mr. Soharmann 


thought this ended the interview and began to 
tellina loud and angry tone of a letter written 
to him by Mr. Whitney in regard to the position 
of Excise Commissioner and of an interview at 
Mr. Scharmann’s house soon after the Uity Con- 
vention, when Mr. Whitney promised to consult 
Mr. Scharmann about this Commissionership. 
* I told my associates,’ said Mr. Scharmann, ex- 
citedly, * of your promise, and they worked for 

ou and elected you, and here a short time agoI 

ound you had selected an Excise Commissioner 
without my knowledge.” 

“TI never promised to appoint the man you 
named,” said Mayor Whitney, becoming very 
pale while his voice trembled with anger. “1 
promised to consult you and I have done so.” 

“No, Sir, you have not,” yelled Mr. Schar- 
mann, in broken English, “and I can tell you 
that my nameis as good as that of any man in 
Brooklyn.” 

Mayor Whitney walked up to his _ visitor, 
looked at him squarely, and said in a husky tone: 
“T regret that you should have come here to tell 
me I lie. Iam astonished. I hardly know what 
tosay. IdidasI promised. I consulted—” 

‘““No, you did not,’ broke in Mr. Scharmann, 
growing more furious. 

“ You disgust me,” said the Mayor. ‘“ You in- 
sult this office and this city.” And he turned to 
the other gentlemen and explained how he 
promised to consult Mr. Scharmann and to ap- 
point upright, honorable men on the Excise 
Board. efore he had finished Mr. Scharmann 
had left the room. Ex-Alderman Kiefer then 
endeavored to compose Mr. Whitney, and asked 
him to appoint a man who would have some re- 

ard for the liquor interest. The Mayor replied 
that no one could be better than John Cunning- 
ham, whom he had known for 30 years, but he 
thought Mr. Schlieman was just as good. As 
for Mr. Huberty, be should not have tbe place 
under any circumstances. Mr. Scharmann must 
not expect to browbeat him, and no man who 
was backed by Mr. Scharmann could hope for 
anything from the present administration. 





THE BUSY METS. 


NO NEGOTIATION IN PROGRESS ABOUT ORR 
AND ROSEMAN. 

When Mr. George F. Williams was asked 
yesterday about the progress of negotiations 
between the Metropolitan and Brooklyn Base- 
ball Clubs regarding the possession of Orr and 
Roseman, the Mets’ Secretary laughed and said: 

“I know what sent you after me, for I 
saw in a paper this morning that Mr. Byrne 
speaks of our negotiations. But he is en- 
deavoring to mislead the public by such 
assertions. We have had no negotiation 
with him or his’ club. As I told 
you when you saw me last week, 


Mr. Byrne begged and implored our President in 
Philadelphia to give upthe disputed players, 
and finding him obdurate went so far as to make 
covert threats. He was then plainly told that 
we did not wish to discuss the question any 
further. Orr and Roseman belong to us accord- 
ing to baseball law and statute law as well. We 
intend to enter into no negotiation with Brook- 
lyn. and would refuse to see Mr. Byrne if he 
should seek an interview.” 

** What do Orr and Roseman say ?” 

‘* They are quite willing to remain with the 
Mets, and you will find them in our team when 
the season opens, I see that Mr. Byrne talks 
very nicely about the necessity of stopping all 
bargaining and selling of players. We do not 
want to buy any of his men nor sell any of ours, 
and it sounds odd to hear of his expressing such 
sympathy for professional players. It was 
Mr. Byrne who hatched the conspiracy to 
oust the Mets from the association and 
distribute our team all over the country. He 
had no sympathy for the players then. Why, it 
is notorious that the Brooklyn President has 
always been dickering in players. He wanted 
us to take Hotaling and Phillips in exchange for 
Orr and Roseman, and if that wasn’t selling 
them I don’t know what you cail it. Of 
course we laughed at such a bargain.” 

‘*“But why does he persist in claiming your 
men?” 

** Because he does not understand the gentle- 
men who own and control the Metropolitan 
Club. One of these days he will discover he can 
neither frighten nor humbug us. All this talk 
about negotiations is mere mocnshine. None of 
us have seen Mr. Byrne since we parted in Phila- 
delphia, and we do not wish to. Mr. Gifford and 
myself are busy perfecting our arrangements 
for the coming season, and spent some time to- 
day on our grounds making plans for the grand 
stand, &c. We are also signing players and 
have our list nearly complete,”’ 

“ Who are they ?” 

“T must decline to give you any names at 
ot as some of them are intended as a sur- 
prise.’ 

**So there will be no compromise ?” 

““None. The men belong to us and Mr. Byrne 
knows it: so do Orrand Roseman. The entire 
association knows it and acknowledges the fact, 
and no less than four of the clubs have urged us 
to maintain our rights. We intend to do so, and 
that is all there is about it.”

DRUGGIST AM ENDE ACQUITTED. 

The trial of Charles G. Am Ende, the 
Hoboken druggist, who was accused of having, 
in August last, poisoned Marguerite and Ella 
Holtz with morphine compounded in mistake 
for quinine, was brought to a closein Judge 
McGill's court, Jersey City, yesterday. The de- 
ferse set up was that the accident that resulted 
in the deaths was such as might have occurred 
in any drug store, and that outside of that Am 
Ende was suffering from metal overwork that 
made him absent-minded and led to his doing 
mechanically the things be had todo. After de- 
liberating an hour anda half the jury rendered 
& verdict of not guilty. The crowd that had 
gathered in the court room broke into cheers, 
and the officers found it diffieult to suppress 
the disorder. The indictment on which Am Ende 
was tried charged him with having caused the 
death of Marguerite Holtz, There is still another 
against him, charging him with baving caused 
the death of Miss Ella Holtz. It is thought it 
will not be prosecuted.

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RENTING PLYMOUTH PEWS. 


LIVELY BIDDING RUNS UP PREMIUMS TO 

NEARLY $15,000. 

“This is the only nightin the year and 
the only assemblage in which I am tempted to 
think of my congregation in the line of money,” 
said Mr. Beecher last night in his brief remarks 
preliminary to the annual renting of the pews 
and seats in Plymouth Church. “I don’t think 
very much on that subject even on this night, 
although in the history of the unfolding and 
work of this church money has, of course, been 
important. I trust that among those who from 
year to year have been with us and have seen 
the operation of things there has been in the 
main satisfaction and pleasure. Certainly not 
for 88 years could this system of renting pews 


have gone on prosperously except under the 
approbation and benediction of the members of 
this society. ” 

* Another thought comes to me to-night, 
continued the Plymouth Pastor, with a pathetic 
tremor in his voice. ‘‘How many of the men 
that stood around me when I came here are 
gone! How many men that have been leaders 
among us are gone, some by removal, some by 
death! The Board of Trustees is almost trans- 
formed. * * * 1 of us know and there are 
none that do not feel the void [Mr. Beecher here 
wiped the tears from his eyes] that has been 
made by the death of Horace B. Claflin, whose 
cheerfulness and alacrity of kindness has never 
had any superior among us. Although [ see a 

reat many gray hairs here, my thoughts have 
Scan turned to the younger members of the 
congregation who are to come in and fill up the 
places of their seniors. It is time for those who 
were here when I came to call themselves old 
men. Of course] am not old yet, but it is time 
for those that are young to come forward and 
take the vacant places."’ , 

Mr. Beecher surrendered his pulpit to Auc- 
tioneer E. E. Hoyt, who has annually sold the 
seats in Plymouth Church for as many years 
back as he can remember. After reading the 
conditions of the sale, and announcing that pews 
Nos. 91 and 49 were reserved fer Mr. Beecher 
and Mr. Halliday, the auctioneer asked for a bid 
for the first choice of seats. The premiums bid, 
it was well understood, were exclusive of the 
fixed rentals of the pews. The first bid was $400, 
and it came from Mr. R.T. Bush. Jobn Claflin 
raised the bid to $500, somebody else added $5 
more, and by quick advances the amount swelled 
to $725, at which price Mr. Bush secured 
the first choice of seats. He took his old pew, 
the seventh from the front. directly facing 
the pulpit. Mr. Bush paid $800 for first choice 
last year. The second choice was bought last 
evening by John Claflin for $700, who_promptly 
selected the old family pew. Mr. Horace B. 
Clafiin bought the second choice last year for 
$500, ‘* Deacon” S. V. White, who paia $450 for 
the third choice last year, purchased the same 
choice last night for $500, and he, too, kept the 
new that he has been occupying. The premiums 
bia for the first 15 pews sold averaged about the 
same as last year. The average for the first 10 

ews last night was $428, against an average of 

388 a year ago. 

The bidding was very brisk during the first 
half hour,alarge number of the well known 
members of the congregation making haste to 
secure respectively the pews that they have 
hitherto occupied. Mr. Beecher went away 
quite early, and after his departure the large 
assemblage thinned out rapidly. The bids for 
premiums dropped gradually from $100 to $1, 
and at 9:45 the public sale was over. Following 
isa list of the sules made at not less than $100 
crams Fixed Rental.

WANTING A LUMBER EXCHANGE. 
Yesterday, forthe fourth or fifth time, 
the lumber dealers and traders of the city made 
an abortive attempt to start a Lumber Exchange.

CROW HILIL FREE FROM TYPHUS. 

It was reported yesterday in a dispatch 
describing the epidemic of typhus fever in the 
Albany Penitentiary that the first prisoner at- 
tacked was supposed to have caught the disease 


in the Kings County Penitentiary. In that in- 
stitution there has not been a case for two 
months. During the Summer an old man work- 
ing in the tailor’s shop was found to be suffering 
with the fever. Thirty-four prisoners in that 
part of the jail were attacked, but two only died 
and these were old men whose systems had been 
broken down by drinking. Warden Green made 
no attempt to conceal the facts. Dr. Homer L. 
Bartlett, physician to the penitentiary, bas had 
extensive experience with typhus, and his treat- 
ment is almost uniformly successful. The phy- 
sicians of the Albany jail have recognized this 
by applying to him for his course of treatment. 
There is no reason to fear another outbreak of 
feverat the Kings County Penitentiary. The 
utmost precautions are taken to guard against it. 





THE DINNER TO GOV. HILL.
